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TOPICS OF THE DAY 


OFFICIAL ARCHITECTS AND THE R.1.B.A. 

N view of the growth in numbers of “ official” 
I architects and the increasing volume of architec- 
tural work being carried out by such architects, it has 
been 2 matter of some surprise that for some years 
this important section has not been represented on the 
R.1.B.A. Council. That such representation has not 
been achieved is, of course, in part their own responsi- 
bility, as nomination and adequate support of one or 
more of their ranks would have secured election in the 
normal way. 

The fact remains that official architects have not 
had representation, a situation for which a remedy was 
proposed some time ago in the form of an Institute of 
Official Architects. There was a strong feeling at that 
time on the part of many that the wiser course would be 
to reconcile the difficulties and that official architects 
should continue within the R.I.B.A. It was pointed 
out that though the professional outlook of the two 
groups might vary, they were at one in their task of 
furthering the art of architecture. 

We are glad, therefore, to note from Mr. Percy 
Thomas’s speech at the R.I.A.S. Congress at St. 
Andrews that wiser counsels have prevailed and that 
there will be no splitting of the profession. No doubt 
the provision in the recently amended R.1.B.A. by-laws 
giving the Chairman of the newly-formed Official 
Architects’ Committee an ex-officio seat on the Council 
has gone far to remedy matters, and we may hope that 
official and private architectural interests—both im- 
portant in the scheme of things to-day—will continue 
side by side in perfect amity. 


THE SIDLESHAM EXPERIMENT. 

4 Baus requirements of our educational authorities in 

connection with school buildings are so fluid and 
so constantly changing that a new building is often 
out of date before it is completed. Architects and 
others associated with this type of work have long 
sought a method of construction which would be 
sufficiently permanent for its purpose, yet at the same 
time flexible enough to allow for adjustments arising 
out of new requirements resulting from changed con- 
ditions or new educational ideals. In this issue (page 
1217) we describe an experiment in “ flexible”’ design 
and construction which has been carried out recently 
at Sidlesham, Sussex, by Mr. C. G. Stillman, F.R.1I.B.A., 
County Architect, West Sussex County Council. The 
essence of the experiment consists of the adoption of 
a framework of pressed steel section of a kind employed 
in the coachwork of heavy motor vehicles, in con- 
junction with standard window and other units, capable 
of quick erection, dismantling and re-erection ; internal 
partitions of similar steel framing being easily adaptable 
to a re-arrangement of size and disposition of a room 
without alteration to the main structure. 

The experiment has aroused considerable interest 
among education authorities, architects and builders, 
and it is clearly one from which important developments 
may be expected. We understand that the Sussex 
Education Committee have, with the approval of the 
Board of Education, decided to carry on with the con- 
struction of classrooms in this way in connection with new 
schools to be built in W. Sussex. Visitors to Sidlesham 
from other authorities have been greatly impressed 
with the objects underlying the design and construction 
of these classrooms. 

Accommodation and planning, after all, are matters 
for individual consideration, along more or less 
established lines laid down by the Board of Education, 
and it is found that schools built by education authorities 
all over the country show very little variety in this 
respect. There is generally very little variation in 


cost, and, where the recognised standards of accom- 
modation are adhered to, it has not been possible to 
find a means of building below the average cost of normal 
brick and tile construction: Any method, therefore, 
which offers facilities for easy alteration and adaptation 
must lead to economy in the long run, and as the 
Sidlesham experiment is one that fulfils these require- 
ments it deserves careful study. 


SUBSIDY EXTENSIONS AND BUILDING COSTS 


HE Minister of Health’s reference in the House of 
Commons, on Tuesday, to the proposal to extend 
the present rate of subsidy both for slum clearance and 
for the abatement of overcrowding up to December 31, 
1938, will not, we think, give complete satisfaction. 
The situation has been reviewed in these columns before, 
when we suggested that the period of extension for 
subsidy should be increased until 1941—a suggestion 
which was subsequently endorsed by the National 
Housing and Town Planning Council. At Tuesday’s 
debate on the Minister’s speech several members referred 
to the increased cost of building houses, which Mr. 
Lewis Silkin estimated at 15. per cent. in the last two 
years. There were indications, he added, that the 
percentage would be even higher. It is obvious, we 
feel, that to compel local authorities, under pain of 
disqualification for subsidy, to accept tenders at these 
increased prices for schemes which must be completed 
by the end of next year is either to raise rents beyond 
the limit payable by working-class families or to throw. 
the additional burden upon the rates. 

It is a significant commentary on the abnormal 
conditions that, as reported on page 1242, the lowest 
tender for the Surrey County Council’s new hospital at _. 
St. Helier is £306,000 above the estimate of a year ago. », »,

GEORGIAN ARCHITECTURE. 


F, as has been well said, we are only to be valued as 
we know how to value, the formation of the 
“ Georgian ’’ Group, formed as a special branch of the 
work of the 8.P.A.B., is to be welcomed. This group’s 
aim is to educate public opinion and encourage the 
charming characteristics of the domestic architecture 
of this period, ‘‘ which. is rapidly falling under the pickaxe 
of the housebreaker.”” Few architects require remind- 
ing of the charm of Georgian work, and it is noticeable 
that much of the best work being done to-day in Great 
Britain is in direct succession to that period, in which 
plain brick surfaces, correct proportions and the maxi- 
mum amount of window space compatible with structural 
limitations, were. the principal weapons in the architect’s 
armoury. 

We imagine that the ‘‘ Georgian Group” will find 
one of its principal problems to be-the difficulty of 
persuading, in these servantless days, members of the 
public to take over the spacious Georgian houses to be 
found in so many towns and counties. We wish the 
Group -well, however, and think it a good omen that it 
will ‘have behind it a body such as the 8.P.A.B.

Burlington Fine 
Arts Club. 


THE summer exhibition of this club con- 
sists of the work of Richard Parkes 
Bonington and his circle, meaning his 
followers and imitators, few of whose work 
reaches the standard of the master. 
Bonington’s life was a short one; he was 
born in 1802, and died in 1828. During 
that short period his industry must-have 
been great, judging by the number of his 
works. His work is that of a master, in 
perception, execution, colour and tech- 
nique. His pictures—oil, water-colour, 
and pencil sketches—embrace a variety 
of subjects—architecture, shipping, land- 
scape, figures, and coast scenes. All are 
executed with equal skill and taste. 

Amongst the pictures on view, some few 
have been reproduced in colour, so this 
is a great opportunity to see the originals, 
and the many others, for the first time. 
It is difficult to choose any picture for 
special mention from so many fine 
examples, but No. 5, coast scene, with 
fishing boats in foreground, is a masterly 
little impression in composition and 
colour. No. 19, Abbey of St. Bertin, St. 
Omer, is an architectural subject—a view 
across the transept with, in the fore- 
ground, the figure of a man wearing a red 
waistcoat. The architecture is pleasantly 
rendered, the figure giving a touch of 
colour to the masonry. No. 25, a naval 
review, a State barge passing across in 
front of a double line of men-of-war, is a 
fine subject, decorative in composition and 
colour. No. 29, coast scene, sands at low 
tide, with fisher folk, etc., was soon after

Mosaic Paintings at 
Fine Art Society. 

An exhibition of special interest this 
month is that of the drawings and mosaic 
paintings by Sir Nevile Wilkinson, now 
being held in New Bond-street. After a 


-distinguished military career this artist 


was appointed Ulster King-at-Arms, and 
later hon. secretary to the Guards Chapel, 
Wellington Barracks. This gave him the 
chance of trying in actual results his 
mosaic water-colours, which—inspired by 
a visit to Palermo and Ravenna—he had 
already essayed in his “‘ Titania’s Palace.” 
The present writer had the privilege of 
seeing him at work, with a No. 5 sable 
brush and magnifier, on these tiny squares, 
from which photographic enlargements 
are made and the tesserw laid down, 
as may be seen now in the Guards Chapel. 
Sir Nevile is a good figure draughtsman, 
as we see in his etchings at the Fine 
Art Society; he designed the State Sword 
of St. Patrick in 1911, now shown by per- 
mission of our King.

THE annual luncheon of this Institu- 
tion was held at the Dorchester Hotel on 
Tuesday last, and was largely attended by 
Government Departments, public bodies, 
trade and research organisations.

Forms of Building Contract. 
Sir,—I am sure our members will be 
delighted to read your leader in last 
week’s issue of The Builder under the 
heading, ‘ Forms of Building Contract.” 
The information given in the letter of the 
Joint Secretary of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers, 
printed on page 1168, is most encourag- 
ing. It is indicative of the fact that the 
majority of public authorities recognise 
the desirability of reaching some kind of 
agreement as to what is a proper kind of 
contract for building. The practical diffi- 
culty experienced by the builder in deal- 
ing with the main contract is even greater 
in the case of the sub-contractor and 
specialist who has to take a sub-contract 
subject to the conditions of the main con- 
tract. If he can be told that the main 
centract is the 1931 R.I.B.A. Form, he 
need not investigate any further. If, on 
on the other hand, it is an unknown and 
unusual form of contract, devised by 
some official of some public authority, for 
his own sake he has to study the docu- 
ment wher he is able to get access to it. 
This all makes for an increase in the cost 
of building, and to a note of discord where 
harmony is desirable. I want to make 
public the fact that our Federation is 
in full support of the efforts of the 
N.F.B.T.E. to induce public authorities 
to adopt the R.I.B.A. 1931 standard 
Form of Contract. There is now, 
in addition, the 1936 Standard Form 
of Sub-Contract, and these documents 
are so well-known that, when they 
are used, tendering is simplified, and a 
much smoother operation of the whole 
contract is likely to ensue.

Sir,—Now that the “ appointed day” 
for the operation of the overcrowding 
provisions of the: Housing Act, 1936, has 
been fixed by the Minister of Health for 
a large number of areas in England and 
Wales, it is important that the local 
into force.

Special protection has been given to the 
occupier of a house that was already over- 
crowded on the appointed day, unless 
he refuses an offer of suitable alternative 
accommodation. 

It is clear that local authorities are 
faced. with a severe task in providing 
with the least possible delay some 200,000 
new dwellings to meet the net require- 
ments’ of the 341,000 families—mostly 
poor—at present living under grossly 
overcrowded conditions. The Act pre- 
scribes that the alternative accommoda- 
tion must be “ suitable’? as regards 
security of tenure and proximity to the 
occupier’s place of work, and also in rela- 
tion to his means. 

The new houses must, therefore, be 
available at low rents, and in view of 
the increased cost of building and the 
fact. that a quota of large and very large 
houses will be necessary, the local 
authorities are looking to the Exchequer 
for reasonable financial assistance. Un- 
fortunately, the subsidy for dwellings 
provided on normal sites for the abate- 
ment of overcrowding consists of a maxi- 
mum grant of £5 per dwelling annually 
for 20 years, and this subsidy is, more- 
over, only “ permissive,”’ i.e., payable at 
the discretion of the Minister of Health. 
Actual experience to this date shows that 
the subsidy is not freely granted. 

If the nation is to tackle this appalling 
scandal of gross overcrowding—with all 
its repercussions on public health and 


welfare—I contend that the Government: 


should introduce forthwith the necessary 
financial measure to enable a fixed auto- 
matic subsidy to be granted by the Minis- 
ter of Health in all cases where new 
dwellings are provided by local authori- 
ties or housing associations for the speci- 
fic purpose of abating overcrowding.

Field Tests for Lead Paint. 

Sir,—We have read with much interest 
the article dealing with field tests for 
lead paint which appeared in your issue 
for May 21. During the last few weeks 
we have received many letters on this 
subject, and it is clear that the need for 
information as to how simple tests of 
this kind can be carried out on the spot 
is widely felt. We think, therefore, that 
your readers will be interested to learn 
of a further test—this time a heating one 
—which has been used successfully by a 
clerk of the works with whom we have 
been in correspondence. The test seems 
to us to be technically satisfactory, and 
it may be worth adding to the two tests 
already dealt with in your columns. 

In this case some experience is de- 
manded, and it is advisable, when- first 
applying it, to repeat the ‘process on 
material of known composition until 
familiarity with the appearance of the 
resultant product has been gained. 

A small portion of the paint under con- 
sideration should be scraped off and placed 
in a small clean crucible. Such crucibles can 
be obtained for a few pence from all laboratory 


‘suppliers and many chemists. If the paint 


has not .yet been applied a small portion 
taken from the can should be placed on clean 
blotting paper in order to drain away the 
greater part of the oil and thinners. 

The cruciblé should then be strongly 
heated over a bunsen flame or a good 
plumber’s blow lamp. Genuine white iead 


‘paint and pure red lead paint will, when 


sufficiently heated, produce ‘relatively large 
beads of metallic lead. 

If em extender, such, for instance, as 
Barytes, is present to an extent of more 
than about 10 per cent. no large beads of 
metallic lead are formed. 
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This test should only be used for the 
detection of red and white lead, since other 
genuine lead pigments, such as the has 
sulphate, lead chromate and lead titanate dy 
ra give easily detectable beads of metallic 
ead. 

We have purposely passed on this jp. 
formation because occasions do arise 
from time to time when rough-and-ready 
methods of testing are needed. It cap. 
not be too strongly stressed, howeyep 
that this type of test is no substitute for 
a full quantitative analysis, and should 
be looked upon only as a guide to the 
need or otherwise for taking further 
steps. In this connection it is wel] to 
remember that the appropriate section 
of the London Chamber of Commerce is 
prepared to undertake such an analysis 
by its own experts on behalf of any appli.

Architect-Designed Speculative Houses: 
No Servant Accommodation. 
Sir,—As a reader of your most excellent 
journal for fifty years, more or less, I was 
interested in the  architect-designed 
speculative houses in your issue of May 

28. 

My comment upon the designs is that 
in none of them was the kitchen shown 
separated from the scullery. Too many 
thousands of new houses since the war 
have been so designed. 

It is a most faulty design to those of 
us, and we are large in numbers, who 
choose, maybe have to choose, between 
having a motor-car and keeping a residen- 
tial domestic servant. 

Providing space for a garage is for us 
no substitute at all for the lack of a 
suitable kitchen for such a servant, a 
place where she can do certain house 
hold work and at its finish cosily sit 
before a range or fire grate, and, maybe, 
also “‘ listen. in.” 

A combination of kitchen and scullery, 
even if notepoky, as some of those on 
the designs were, containing stove, sink, 
washer, maybe, gas cooker, and all sorls 
of utensils and household paraphernalia, 
is no fit place for a skilled, cheerful, 
nicely garbed domestic senvant to spend 
her spare and recreative hours in. 

I have not a motor-car, but we have @ 
first-rate domestic residential help to take 
off much of the load of household work, 
and she must be accommodated. 

It seems to be indicative of lack of 
due, or any, consideration of the points 
I have named for architects of to-day 
to plan everything within four rect 
angular walls. They should, evidently, 
revert here and there to a projection at 
the rear of the house of the size in ques- 
tion, and separate the kitchen from the 
scullery.

STEEL CONSTRUCTION FOR SCHOOLS 
AN EXPERIMENT IN FLEXIBILITY OF DESIGN 


CoNSIDERABLE interest has recently 
been aroused in connection with an ex- 
periment carried out by the West Sussex 
Education Committee at Sidlesham, in 
the construction of four classrooms, em- 
ploying the use of a patent form of light 
steel framework. \ 

This experiment arose out of special 
circumstances, due to the development 
of a Land Settlement Scheme, which 
brought an unexpected influx of child 
population into the area, necessitating 
urgent measures of abnormal character. 
The urgency of the position was coupled 
with uncertainty as to the permanence 
or otherwise of the increased population, 
and the effect it would have upon a re- 
organisation scheme for elementary edu- 
cation already under consideration for 
this area. 

The question as to the location of a 
new senior school or schools under tlie 
re-organisation scheme had already pre- 
sented great difficulties, and it was there- 
fore deemed adwisable that the new ac- 
commodation required at Sidlesham 
should be provided in a manner which 
would best cope with the uncertain posi- 
tion created. 

The problem presented the following 
points for consideration. 

(1) Speed of erection.

(2) Adaptability for future educational 
development, 

(3) Maximum salvage value in case of 
complete removal and re-erection else- 
where, without sacrificing normal dura- 
bility and design. 

(4) Maintaining standards of conveni- 
ence, comfort and safety, which are ex- 
pected in the modern permanent school 
building. 

(5) Reasonable cost as compared with 
other methods of permanent construc- 
tion. < 

The question of some form of tem- 
porary construction was first considered, 
but since a building of a permanent 
nature might ultimately be found neces- 
sary, purely temporary measures did not 
appear to meet the case. Furthermore, 
the so-called temporary buildings built 
of timber have proved to be only slightly 
cheaper than brick, owing to the fact 
that in any type of school building, the 
cost of site works, drainage, playgrounds 
and other services, which must of neces- 
sity be of a permanent character, remain 
substantially the same. 

On the other hand, ordinary methods 
of brick, heavy steel or reinforced con- 
crete, are of such a permanent. charac- 
ter to outlast their usefulness, and can- 
not be easily altered to the inevitably 
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changing requirements of education. It 
appeared, however, that a certain degree 
of permanence was inevitable, but that 
the key to the problem was to obtain 
the maximum amount of fiexibility pos- 
sible. 

The existing school at Sidlesham was, 
like most schools of its age, obsolete in 
character, requiring considerable im-

provements, apart from making exten- 
sions. These improvements consisted of 
new cloakrooms, w.c.’s, medical inspec- 
tion room, staff room and stores, etc., 
together with mew drainage, water 
supply, hot water heating, and improved 
playground areas. It will be appreciated 
that these were improvements which 
could only be carried out in the normal 
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manner, and that the problem was pri- 
marily concerned with the urgent need 
for additional classrooms, for which addi- 
tional land had to be purchased. 

It appeared that some form of framed 
structure, quick in erection and capable

work could be quickly assembled and 
dismantled for removal and use else- 
where, together with a high percentage 
of the cowering materials, particularly 
the standard window units, which com- 
posed the greater part of the side walls, 
including the verandah. The internal 
partitions of similar steel framing could 
also be easily dismantled and re-erected 
at any one of the 7-ft. intervals througn- 
out the entire length of the structure, 
making it possible to re-arrange the size 
and disposition of rooms internally with- 
out alteration to the main structure. In

this way, the original accommodation 
of four classrooms of 520 sq. it., 
measuring 21 ft. 6 in. by 24 ft., could 
be converted into three classrooms of 
larger size, or two classrooms of the 
same size, with one large room for special 
instruction. Still further, part of the 
space could be utilised as a small assem- 
bly hall. 

In spite of the fact that the steel sec- 
tions had to be specially made for the 
purpose of this experiment, the whole 
of the work in connection with these 
classrooms was completed for occupation 
in a little over three months, the actual 
erection time on the site being much less 
than by other methods, and the cost in 
this case proved to be no more than 
simple brick construction. There is no 
doubt, however, that the development of 


this form of construction along stan- 
dardised lines, would affect appreciable 
saving over the initial cost of this experi- 
ment. 

A special point of interest is the en- 
closed verandah on the north side, the 
continuous glass panels of which form 
a fixed windscreen, with a permanent 
space above for ventilation, protected 
from driving rain by a cunved projection 
of the flat roof to the same depth of the 
opening. 

As a result of this experiment at 
Sidlesham, which has been carried out 
by Mr. C. G. Stillman, F.R.I.B.A., 
County Architect, West Sussex County 
Council, the value of flexibility in the 
design and construction of the teaching 
departments of a modern school is clearly 
evident, and the application of this form 





of construction should assist educational 
authorities in keeping school buildings 
up-to-date to a greater degree than is 
possible with more solid forms of con- 
struction. With the exception of a per- 
manent nucleus of normal construction 
and essential services already referred to, 
the teaching departments where changes 
are likely to occur can be built in such 
a way to allow for expansion or contrac- 
tion, with greater freedom and less cost 
than in the case of a school built entirely 
of one type of construction, such as 
brick, concrete or timber. 

The special patented light steel framing 
for the school at Sidlesham was supplied 
and erected by Light Steel Sectional Con- 
structions, Ltd., of Worthing, Sussex. 
The general building contractors were 
Messrs. R, Cook and Sons, Ltd., of 
Crawley, Sussex. 
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Tur newly erected administration 
block for this Home occupies a site to 
the south-westerly side of the entrance 
from the public road leading to the 
main circular drive, around which are 
grouped the principal buildings of the 
Home. This building will be balanced 
by a new hospital block, of about the 
same size, now being erected on a site 
on the north-westerly side of the 
entrance. 

The administration block provides 
office accommodation for the governor 
and his personal staff, a committee 
room and library and general stores 
for — and food, which are dis- 
tributed from this centre to the 
various houses and departments. The 
external walls are faced with. multi- 
coloured rustic brick mainly brown in 
tone, the roofs are-covered with hand- 
made sand-faced grey tiles, the win- 
dows generally are of the Austral type, 
and the heating is on a low-pressure 
system.

A Mezzanine Floor. 

On account of the considerable 
fall in the ground along the main 
frontage, a small mezzanine was 
introduced with accommodation for. 
the medical rooms, staff room, and 
the projecting room, approached by 
a separate staircase. 

The classrooms are arranged on 
the south-west side of the quad- 
rangle with a south-west aspect 
overlooking the road, and the main 
corridors are enclosed. The cloak- 
rooms on each floor are arranged 
adjoining the main entrances, and 
the cloakroom fittings are heated 
with hot-water pipes. 

The heating chamber is in a 
central position at the lower end of 
the buildings, with twin boilers 
fitted with automatic stokers. The 
low-pressure hot-water system is 
installed with radiators in all the 
rooms and corridors. All lavatory 
basins aré provided with hot and 
cold water. 


The Construction. 

The main walls on the ground 
floor are 14 in. thick, with 11 in. 
hollow walls on the floor over, faced 
with Surrey stock bricks through- 
out. The main roofs are covered 
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with red sand-faced interlocking 
pantiles, and the flats and corridor 
roofs are laid in asphalt. 

All windows are metal casements 
in wood frames, and the doors are 
of the flush type. The internal 
joinery is stained and flat var- 
nished. 


Internal Decoration. 

The dados in all the rooms and 
corridors have been treated with 
**Muroglaze”’ in various shades, 
and the walls above are plastered 
and distempered. 

The cost of the building work, 
including all outside work to yards, 
paths, fences, etc., was £18,300, and 
the contract was carried out by 
Messrs. Horace Newby, Ltd., of Lee 
and Ramsgate.

3. Boiler-house building, incorporat- 
ing garage for fire tender, ambulance 
room and oil store. 

4. One wing of the terminal office 
building comprising Customs office and 
examination room, transit and baggage 
rooms, offices, etc., and switch-room 
controlling the whole of the night fly- 
ing equipment. When completed the 
building will also include booking hall 
and waiting-room, café and. service, 
further offices and flight control room. 


Construction. 


The hangar and workshop are of steel 
frame construction covered with gal- 
vanised corrugated-iron sheeting on 
the walls, and corrugated asbestos 
sheeting and patent glazing on the 
roofs. These structures were erected 
by Messrs. Boulton and Paul, Ltd., of 
Norwich, at a cost of approximately 
£6,060. - 

The boiler-house building and the 
terminal building are of brick and con- 
crete construction, faced on the out- 
side with cream stucco. These build-

ings are being erected by Mr. Walter 
Potter, contractor, of Leicester, at a 
cost of approximately £4,000. 

Heating installation is by Messrs. 
Wm. Freer, Ltd., of Leicester; electri- 
cal installation by Messrs. F. Webb 
and Son, of Leicester; night flying 
equipment by Messrs. Pirelli, Ltd. 


Ground Works. 


The first portion of the ground works 
was carried out by the En-tout-Cas 
Co., Ltd., of Syston, and the second 
portion by Messrs. J. B. Carr, Ltd., of 
Stafford. 

The whole of the administrative work 
in connection with the lay-out of the 
aerodrome and the erection of the 
buildings is being carried out by the 
City Surveyor’s engineering and archi- 
tectural departments.

FoLtitowina are extracts. from the 
report of the winner, Mr. Seth Stephens, 
in the competition for the proposed lay- 
out of part of the late Lord Northcliffe’s 
estate, organised by Broadstairs and St. 
Peters Urban District Council :— 


Generally. 

The accompanying lay-out has been planned 
with a view to preserving (if not enhancing) 
the amenities of Broadstairs and in compli- 
ance with the Council’s Town-planning 
Scheme. 

Special attention has been given to the fact 
that the scheme is essentially made up in two 
parts, 7.e., Residential Estate and Pleasure 
Gardens, and in order to arrive at a satisfac- 
tory solution to the problem of reading the 
Council’s mind in respect of their require- 
ments in regard to the pleasure gardens, the 
author has submitted an alternative lay-out 
for the area hatched black on site plan (for- 
warded with the conditions) ; also with regard 
to the lay-out of estate forming triangular 
part of same from Road No. 11 and bounded 
by Elmwood-avenue and Northforeland Hill, 
the latter being deemed advisable due to the 
rapid fall of contours at this point. The 
alternative scheme is shown as Scheme ‘“B” 
(see this page). 

The total number of houses under Scheme 
‘“‘A”’ is 490, as against 501 shown on Scheme 
ce B,”’ 7 
In the opinion of the author, the really im- 
portant difference between ‘A’ and “B” 
schemes for the pleasure gardens is the posi- 
tion of the parking ground and the position 
of bandstand and enclosure. Whilst realising 
the corner site at the north end of the estate 
is not owned by the Council, the author 
would suggest its acquisition for development 
purposes, for whether used as a parking 
ground under Scheme ‘“‘ B”’ or the suggested 
residential hotel site under Scheme “‘ A,”’ it 
would be a distinct acquisition, for in the 
case of the former it would be revenue pro- 
ducing, and, in the case of the latter, its 
rateable value would be an asset to the 
Council. There appears to be no shopping zone 
allocated and I would suggest the north side, 
at the corner of Reading-street and Elmwood- 
avenue, as suitable for this purpose. 


Residential Estate: Site and Lay-out. 


It will be observed that due regard has 
been given to the peculiarities of the respec- 
tive sites, especially as regards levels. 

The author has considered the scheme 
jointly from an economical and esthetic view- 
point and concluded to separate the estate 
from the main roads as much as possible; 
hence, there being no thoroughfare through 
the Northforeland Hill, in Scheme ‘‘ A,” it 
being deemed advisable to gain ingress and 
egress along Elmwood-avenue only; if, how- 
ever, it is necessary to provide same, the 
author would suggest a forked road branch- 
ing to the right, at the bottom of Road No. 
14, thus providing an island site for the sug- 
gested,residential hotel. It will also be noted 
‘a give-and-take line is suggested for this site, 
as shown dotted on plan. 


The feature of the estate lay-out is the 
crescent drive in the centre, with suggested 
church site, occupying an elevated and im- 
posing position, having vista from the en- 
trance road No. 8 and ideal setting looking 
from the centre of road No. 11; should the 
road leading to cul-de-sac No. 2 ever run 
through—as the author would like to imagine 
~—the church would form an admirable cul- 
minating point from three roads and would 
be suitably placed in the quiet and centre of 
a good-class residential estate. In _ the 
author’s opinion, one-way traffic would be 
desirable to the crescent drive. 

The open space (or area) shown north of 
Road No. 11 serves a dual purpose, inasmuch 
as it provides a sense of spaciousness—much 
too infrequent in estate development—and 
tends to alleviate the monotony of houses in

the immediate vicinity, and at the same time 
overcomes a somewhat difficult and expensive 
area for building purposes, despite the fact 
that Road No. 13 would be cut through the 
contours, as shown on sections of roads [not 
reproduced—Ep. ], to give a gradient of 1 in 
17-23. The building frontage to Northfore- 
land Hill is drawn in accordance with build- 
ing line shown on site plan, but the author 
would suggest a 50-ft. building line to meet 


any demands which may be made through. 


ribbon development. 
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colonnades, etc. Provision is made for five 
tennis-courts, with room for an additional 
two if required. 


Parking. 

The parking ground is calculated to hold 
approximately 150 cars, but space is avail- 
able should more parking space be required. 
The parking ground is on the main axis and 
adjacent to the concert-hall, etc., and is 
situate on the main run of traffic, and I would 
suggest its screening by trees and shrubs, so

In arriving at the density to the middle of 
estate, it was thought advisable to ensure 
not more than six houses to the acre over 
the area (not otherwise zoned) rather than 
to comply rigidly for any particular parcel of 
land. It will also be noted that the compass 
position of roads, i.e., 8.S.E., provides excel- 
lent orientation for 90 per cent. of the contem- 
plated houses, if planned according to aspect. 


Pleasure Gardens: Promenade and Cliffs Site 
Lay-out. 

In view of the fact that information giving 
specific requirements for the development of 
this area was somewhat vague, the author 
has evolved a scheme which provides for it 
to be artistically laid out for pleasure and 
recreation for all tastes, both young and old, 
and has endeavoured to produce. a scheme 
which will be revenue-producing, as well as 
enhancing the amenities of Broadstairs, with- 
out detracting from its enchanting environs. 


Cliffs Land. 

Beyond the proposed promenade extension 
it is suggested to provide the following: (1) 
Open-air bathing or boating pool; (2) No. 3 
blocks of beach chalets; (3) No. 2 public 
shelters; (4) Putting Greens; and (5) Rock 
and Sunken Gardens. 


Scheme ‘“‘A” (Pleasure Gardens) . 

The vague data as regards levels makes it 
rather difficult to formulate a scheme to the 
best advantage, but for the purpose of fixing a 
position for the café and concert-hall the axis 
line is taken running N.N.E. to S.S.E. Due 
consideration is given to the position of semi- 
circular colonnade surrounding the amphi- 
theatre, which affords protection to the public 
during inclement weather, and it is so situ- 
ated in juxtaposition to the stage of concert- 
hall, thus enabling the amphitheatre being 
used for open-air performances, with dress- 
ing-rooms adjoining the stage. The amphi- 
theatre is calculated to seat approximately 
750 persons, and the colonnade approxi- 
mately 250 persons. The pavilion consists of 
café, restaurant and _ concert-hall, seating 
capacity approximately 750 persons, with 
smoke-room and tea-room on each flank. 
Dressing-rooms would be provided for each 
sex on each side of stage; cloak-rooms and 
service-bars. to café and concert-hall, sun

as not to interfere with its immediate sur- 
roundings. The main factor in deciding to 
place the car-park in this position was the 
fact that it is centrally situated and may be 
concealed from the view of the promenade. 

In comparing the positions of the respec- 
tive parking sites in ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘ B”’ schemes, 
the author is inclined to think Scheme ‘‘A’”’ 


is the better of the two, despite the fact that 


““B”’ scheme has certain advantages over 
Scheme ‘“‘ A,’”’ and considers ‘‘B”’ site much 
too valuable a site for the purpose of parking. 


Scheme ‘‘B”’ : Lay-out of Pleasure Gardens. 

Scheme ‘‘B”’ does not differ materially 
from ‘‘ A,’’ excepting that the bandstand and 
enclosure are more prominently situated in 
front of, rather than at the rear of, the 
pavilion, which, in the opinion of the author, 
has a more dignified appearance and setting, 
although the merits and demerits of the 
respective schemes are, of course, left with 
the assessor to decide. It will be noticed that 
Scheme ‘‘B”’ has only four tennis-courts, but 
has two bowling-greens, which are not in- 
cluded in Scheme ‘‘A.”” The author would 
suggest~ enclosing the site with trees and 
shrubs, in the manner shown, which affords 
privacy and protection to the flower-beds 
internally. The centre pavilion could be used 
for a similar purpose.as Scheme ‘‘ A,”’ or, 
alternatively, for a museum_and art gallery.

Tu1s competition, which was confined 
to practising architect members of the 
Wessex Society of Architects, resulted in 
twenty-three designs being submitted. The 
jury consisted of two lay assessors (whose 
vote counted as one), the Rev. J. M. D. 
Stancomb and the Rev. I. T. Page-Wood, 
the two professional assessors being Mr. 
G. D. Gordon Hake, R.W.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
and Mr. H. Stratton Davis, F.S.A., 
F.R.1.B.A. 

Premiums of £100, £50, and £30 were 
offered to the authors of the designs 
‘placed Ist, 2nd and 3rd. 

The total cost of the buildings, includ- 
ing heating, lighting, paths, entrances, 
fittings and furniture and architects’ and 
quantity surveyors’ fees, was not to ex- 
ceed £6,000. 

The assessors’ award is as follows :—Ist 
(No. 22), Mr. Robert Potter, A.R.I.B.A., 
75, New-street, Salisbury; 2nd (No. 1), 
Miss J. E. Townsend, F.R.1.B.A., 59, 
Doughty-street, John-street, London, 
W.C.1; 3rd (No. 15), Mr. Harold Fletcher 
Trew, F.R.I.B.A., Burleigh House, Nettle- 
ton-road, Gloucester, in conjunction with 
Mr. _Iorwerth Maldwyn Williams, 
A.R.I.B.A. 

In the schedule of accommodation the 
church was to provide seating for 300, 
exclusive of the choir but including a 
small side chapel to seat about 20. It was 
stipulated that the organ was to be at the 
west end and the planning should be suit- 
able for a Congregational type of service. 
This latter condition appears to have 
weighed heavily with some competitors, 
whose designs are reminiscent of chapels 
rather than churches. 

The new building was to be connected 
with the existing’ hall by means of a 
cloister or connecting link, the present 
chancel being utilised as a choir vestry in 
conjunction with the new church. 

In order to have the clergy adjacent to 
the choir vestry and not far removed from 
the chancel, three-fourths of the designs 
show the church aligned with the existing 
hall and parallel with Blackswarth-road ; 
thus the major axis of the building is, 
roughly, north and south, the chancel 
being at the north end. This departure 
from the recognised orientation would 
appear to be justifiable inasmuch as the 
existing hall (formerly the church) has 
the chancel at the south end. One ultra- 
modernist, being convinced that no 
departure from the acknowledged should 
be tolerated (an odd view for a modern- 
ist), has oriented his church due east at 
the cost of entirely ignoring the site. 

Five competitors have kept their major 
axis at right angles to Blackswarth-road. 
In this position the chancel is practically 
east, and a more dignified approach is 
obtained by the main entrance at the west 
end. This is the lay-out adopted by the 
author of the first premiated design, but 
at the expense of having: the clergy 
entirely isolated from the choir vestry. 

From door-to-door the clergy must 
traverse 95 ft. if they wish to join the 
choir for procession. It is, however, pos- 
sible that a slight change from the usual 
procedure would eliminate this objection. 

Apart from the unfortunate treatment 
of the fenestration of the side walls, there 
is no question as to the assessors’ deci- 
sion in awarding the first premium. 
The limitation in the depth of the site 
from east to west has necessitated care- 
ful planning, and in order to obtain 


the necessary accommodation 37 seats

are provided in the organ gallery at the 
west end. . This plan can scarcely be con- 
sidered to be ‘“‘ suitable for a Congrega- 
tional type of service,” as the side aisle 
on the north (which terminates in the 
chapel) provides seating for 72 persons, 
the majority of whom will have their 
vision of the altar and priest obstructed. 
There is, however, ample evidence that 
the author is familiar with church plan- 
ning, that he has given a _ considerable 


amount of thought to the scheme, which | 


is feelingly portrayed. 

In the second premiated design the 
building is placed parallel with Blacks- 
warth-road. This enables the nave to be 
lengthened considerably, and each mem- 
ber of the congregation would have an 
unobstructed view. ‘The design is frankly 
an extension of the present hall. By 
repeating existing details and suggesting 
the use of similar materials, the virtue of 
sinking one’s individuality may result in 


praise or condemnation being bestowed. 


upon the original designer. The author of 
the first premiated design has produced 
a building that will harmonise with the 
existing hall, and at the same time he 
has preserved his personality. To revert 
to the second premium, owing to the dis- 
position of the lay-out, the scheme is 
actually an addition instead of an exten- 
sion, the internal treatment at the west 
end with the side arches adjoining the 
central arch is not happy in design, and 
the organ tucked away in a corner would 
not be impressive. 

The author has given various reasons 
for producing estimates greatly in excess 
of the sum stipulated. In method No. 1 
the gross cube for each part of the build- 
ing, including lighting, fittings, etc., and 
fees, amounts to £7,239. In-method No. 2 
the net cube at a flat rate for the whole 
of the building, adding fittings and fees, 
totals £7,112, and a note adds: ‘‘ The 
latter method seems perhaps more cer- 
tain, but both are submitted for use as 
preferred.” 

With all the explanations, it is difficult 
to grasp why a design which the com- 
petitor admits cannot be carried out for 
the sum mentioned in the conditions has 
been awarded a premium. 

In the conditions and _ instructions 
issued to competitors, under Clause 11 it 
is stated: ‘‘A design shall be excluded 
from the competition for any of the fol- 
lowing reasons: (c) If any of the condi- 
tions or instructions other than those of 
a suggestive character are disregarded ”’; 
and in Clause 22: “‘ The total cost of the 
building, including heating, lighting, 
paths, entrances, fittings and furniture 
and architects’ and quantity surveyors’ 
fees, is not to exceed £6,000.” 

The third premiated design follows the 
lay-out of the second, but no attempt has 
been made to harmonise the new build- 
ing with the old. The plan is open and 
straightforward, with a brick exterior and 
Spanish tiles on the flat pitched roofs. 
The low and narrow side walking ways 
would be effective and give scale to the 
nave, but the author does not appear to 
have grappled with the real problem, but 
rather enjoyed himself in designing a 
building of distinction. Nevertheless, the 
cubic capacity of his scheme is only 
1,886 ft. in excess of the winner’s. 

The design submitted by Messrs. 
Richard C. James and Meredith in col- 
laboration with Mr. P. N. Taylor, has a 
cubic capacity of 140,520 ft. This, taken 





at the doubtful figure of 10d. in addition 
to various items and fees, is estimated to 
cost £6,403. The plan is not far removed 
from that of a miniature cathedral; with 
its side ambulatories extending to the 
east it is admirably arranged, but on 
much too elaborate a scale. The sedi- 
mental wash of blue on the sectional parts 
could not be resisted, regardless of the 
fact that only grey or black was permitted. 

Mr. J. Ralph Edwards has produced a 
direct and straightforward scheme, but 
hardly of a character that would be happy 
on the site. 


Mr. A. R. Gough, whose father designed 
the existing hall, had no ‘hesitation as to 
the style of the new building: a vexed 
question that evidently hampered some of 
the competitors. 


The majority of the designs show a 
sincere attempt to solve the problem, 
always a difficult one where there is the 
question of incorporating an existing 
building. 

There is the usual wide variation in the 
figures upon which competitors base their 
costs, a ruse that “‘ cuts no ice’”’ with an 
assessor. 

In a few instances it is obvious how 
essential it is to remain a student, for the 
value of sketching, measuring and becom- 
ing immersed in the study of a great pro- 
fession cannot be over-estimated.

THE ASSESSORS’ REPORT. 


Following is the report of the jury of 
assessors :— 

The assessors wish to congratulate the 
promoters on the result of this competition. 
a'wenty-three designs were submitted, and a 
large percentage of the schemes showed a 
full appreciation of the problem laid down 
by the conditions and a good knowledge of 
church planning and design. 

The standard of presentation was generally 
a high one, and the assessors consider that 
the result fully justifies the promotion of the 
competition within the area of the. Wessex 
Society of Architects. 

The main problems of the competition were 
(1) the provision of a dignified and worthy 
building within the limits of the funds avail- 
able; and (2) the planning and design of the 
building in relation to the existing buildings 
on the site. In arriving at their awards the 
assessors have felt themselves strictly bound 
by these considerations. [Here follows the 
awards. | 

The assessors consider that the design placed 
first [by Mr. Robert Potter, ARLB.A.] 
solves: the problems in a simple and direct 
manner. The drawings are beautifully pre- 
sented and indicate a thorough and sympa- 
thetic knowledge of planning and design for 
Church of England services. The clergy 
vestry, though conveniently planned near the 
sanctuary as laid down in the conditions, is 
some distance from the choir vestry. The 
provision of a single side aisle, however, not 
only forms a convenient communication, clear 
of the nave, between the two vestries, but 
also allows for additional seating for special 
services held in the chapel. In preparing 
the finished ‘drawings it is suggested that 
the author might give further consideration to 
the spacing and design of the windows of the 
south elevation in relation to the west end. 

The assessors consider that, by the 
observance of strict economy, the building 
could be erected, including fees, for £6,000. 
The amounts allowed by the author for in- 
cidental works appear to be somewhat low, 
but, on the other hand, the price per foot 
cube stated might be slightly reduced, having 
regard to the economical specification indi- 
cated in the author’s report. 
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Designs Placed Second and Third. 

The competitor placed second [Miss Joyce 
E. Townsend] has submitted am exceptionally 
good plan, and the design would harmonise 
with the existing buildings. A real attempt 
has been made to keep within the limit of 
cost, evem though it is proposed to face the 
building with stone. With some further con- 
sideration to the design of the elevations this 
scheme would offer a very satisfactory solu- 
tion of the problem. 

The scheme placed third [Mr. H. F. Trew 
and Mr, lorwerth Maldwyn Williams] has 
a well-thought-out plan, and the design has 
a remarkable simplicity and dignity, and the 
assessors feel that the author has fully earned 
the third award. 


Other Designs. 

A number of other designs deserve par- 
ticular mention. The assessors would especi- 
ally commend No. 12 [Messrs. Richard C. 
James and Meredith, in collaboration with 
P. N. Taylor]. The drawings are particu- 
larly well presented, and illustrate a very 
well-planned church of great beauty and 
dignity. The assessors consider, however, 
that the cost of this building would far ex- 
ceed the funds available, even after making 
the economies suggested in the author’s 
report. 

Among the best designs in the assessors’ 
opinion was No. 11 [Mr. W. E. Ellery Ander- 
son, 12, Imperial-square, Cheltenham], which 
shows character and sympathy with the sub- 
ject. 

The assessors would like to commend also 
designs No. 2 [Mr. Oswald Brakspear, 27, 
High-street, Corsham]; No. 4 [Mr. Thomas 
W. Sharpe, The Cottage, Yetminster, Sher- 
borne, Dorset]; No. 6 [Mr. J. Ralvh 
Edwards, 7, Unity-street, Bristol] ; and No. 
8 [Messrs. L. W. Barnard and Partners, 13, 
Imperial-square,- Cheltenham]. 


THE WINNER’S REPORT. 


Following are extracts from the report of 
the winner, Mr. Robert Potter, A.R.I.B.A. :— 


Generally, the type and style of the scheme 
has been chosen with due regard to the 
limited funds available. It has been found 
from experience that the style adopted—the 
large pitched roof with comparatively low 
eaves, giving a very spacious interior—has 
proved by far the most economical among 
vhe many and varied types of church build- 
ing. The general planning is clearly shown 
and needs no further amplification. It will be 
noticed that the lavatories near the western 
approaches to the building have been made 
of a size that would accommodate ranges of 
coat-hooks, and so form the additional 
advantage of a small cloakroom for each sex. 
The church has been made to form a boundary 
at its eastern end to the parsonage garden, 
the hedge, etc., being removed and altered 
At the south side of the building a small car- 
park has been planned. This, in the author’s 
opinion, would be the ideal arrangement, 
having regard to the ever-increasing use of 
motor cars, but owing to the limitations of 
the sum available for expenditure at this 
present time it has not been found possible or 
considered desirable to include this work in 
the scheme at the expense of the actual 
‘building. 

The level of the nave floor has been 
arranged at such a height as to permit the use 
of the existing hard tennis court for the sub- 
floor to the concrete, where this crosses the 
site of the building. This should prove a sub- 
stantial saving in respect of. levelling, hard. 
core, etc 

The furnishings have been designed on the 
simplest lines, and, with the exception of the 
holy tables, are all in deal painted. In the 
opinion of the author it is a better scheme 
to schedule as much of the money available 
towards the building of the actual structure; 
simple furnishings can be replaced in more 
costly woods or forms at later dates wher 
more funds might be forthcoming. 
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Construction and Materials. 
The walling generally is of brickwork in 


cement mortar, the plinth being carried ou: 


in stone-to match that to the existing hal 
The dressings throughout are in Monks Park 
stone. Walls less than 134 in. in thickness 
are to be built hollow. The finish externally 
above the plinth is rendering in white 
cement and sand finished a broken white 
colour, and left from the wooden float. The 
internal wall finish to the church and clergy 
vestry is plaster, that to the lavatories and 
cloister bemg fair-faced brickwork and 
rendering as already described. 


The roof of the nave of the church is te 
be covered with pantiles of. the interlocking 
type, laid on boarding, felt and battens to 
fir rafters. The roof is to be carried on rein- 
forced concrete trusses designed in couples, 
as shown in the general outline on the draw- 
ings, the thrust from the feet of each truss 
being carried down by means of reinforced 
concrete members through the buttresses to 
reinforced concrete foundation slabs properly 
designed to receive the thrusts exerted. The 
roof is to be ceiled as shown with moulded 
pine ribs framing fibre board panels. The 
whole of the panels and ribs are to be painted 
a broken white shade. Provision for adequate 
ventilation to be formed in apex of ceiling 
as necessary. 

The roof to the north aisle is of pine, 
wrot and painted, the panels being fibre 
board similarly treated. The whole is covered 
externally with copper to be laid on wrot 
deal boarding and finished with copper 
gutters and flashings. The roofs over the 
clergy vestry, baptistry and lavatories, etc., 
is to be in concrete reinforced; the undersides 
plastered, the top covered with asphalt laid 
to fall to outlets. 

All floors to be of solid type. That to the 
nave and church generally will be finished 
with 14 in. pine blocks laid in mastic. The 
paved areas shown on the drawings is to be 
carried out. in artificial stone paviors of light 


buff colour. The risers to steps in brown 
York stone. The floors to lavatories to be in 
granolithic; to cloister, pre-cast concrete 
slabs. 


The windows to be formed with stone jambs 
and mullions and glazed with Dutch metal 
glass in reinforced lead cames, the wrot-iron 
stanchion bars to the east and west windows 
being finished in ornamental fashion. The 
windows to the clergy vestry and lavatories 
to be similar glass lead glazed in metal frames 
contained in deal frames and mullions painted. 

The three entrance doorways to the church 
to be in oak, the remainder in deal painted. 
The oak doors to have wrot-iron furniture 
and hinges. * 

The soil drains to be constructed in the 
normal and. approved manner, with 4 in. 
stoneware pipes laid to fall not less than 1 in 
40; the pipe passing under the building being 
in iron properly caulked. The surface water 
is to be taken to soakpits at convenient points. 

The heating system is to be low-pressure 
hot-water, and is to be linked up with the 
existing system to the hall—an additional 
boiler or section being added as required. The 
radiators to be “‘ contained ’’ in the specially 
designed recesses to receive same where 
shown on the drawings. 

The electric lighting has been so arranged 
to avoid as far as possible undue glare from 
the units, and at the same time to give an 
evenly distributed light. 

Pews of simple but efficient and comfortable 
design have been included in the cube of the 
cost of the building. They would be in deal, 
painted.

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GOSPORT ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOL COMPETITION 


WINNER’S REFORT, SPECIFICATION AND 
eSTIMATE OF COST. 


Tue following extracts are taken from the 
report of the winner, Mr. Donald A. Stewart 
A.R.LB.A. :— ; 


Position on Site——The proposed positig 
the building towards the southern Bs: pry: 
site near Exmouth-road and Rydal-road has 
resulted after careful consideration. . . . 


Planning.—The scheme has been designed 
with regard to the following points which are 
considered to be of. major importance :— 

(1) Aspect.—All the classrooms haye a 
south-east aspect; the plan is so arranged that 
in no instance are they cut off from direct 
sunlight by any other part of the building, - 
The medical inspection room has been given 
north-east light, which is preferable where 
dental operations are likely to be performed, 
(2) Lighting.—All classrooms receive natural 
light from both sides, the windows on the 
south-east walls to be as large as possible 
with cills 1 ft. 6 in. above floor. (3) Ventila- 
tion.—All classrooms to have natural cross 
ventilation at ceiling level. Assembly hall 
and offices are also cross-ventilated. (4) 
Plan Type.—An ‘‘ open ”’ plan has been pro- 
posed, as the author is of the opinion that the 
quadrangle is both noisy and dirty, whereas 
the former type allows of free passage of air 
around the building, and in no jnstance will 
one working part of the school overlook 
another. 

A single floor building was decided upon as 
it was considered inadvisable to have stairs 
where young children are circulating. Where 
the fall of the site has necessitated stepping, 
the corridors have been ramped in preference 
to building in steps. 

The Plan.—T wo classroom wings have been 
provided with offices at the ends nearest the 
entrances to the site. These are linked by 
the assembly hall, the staff-rooms being situ- 
ated in the south-east corner, giving central 
administration and control of the main 
entrance. As requested in the conditions, a 
small kitchenette has been provided adjoin- 
ing the assembly hall; this will reduce con- 
gestion when pupils are receiving their morn- 
ing milk and will also allow of light cooking 
should the assembly hall be used for other 
purposes. The kitchenette is top-lit and ven- 
tilated, thus facilitating the escape of steam, 
etc., from cookers, 

The large entrance hall, besides making for 
smooth circulation, can also be used as a 
crush area when the assembly hall is being 
used for special functions, and will also be a 
convenient place for pupils to wait for 
medical inspection. It is proposed to build- 
in a showcase where pupils’ work can be dis- 
played to visitors. 

Over the entrance hall are placed the tank- 
room and future projection room, with its 
adjoining rewinding room. Access to these 
will be by cat-ladder, and over the adjoining 
flat roof, thus complying with fire regulations. 
The heating chamber has been placed under 
the entrance hall in a very central position, 
convenient for obtaining fuel supplies; the 
entrance is by a short flight of steps under “he 
main entrance, and is effectively screened by 
a large brick flower-box. Ample storage has 
been provided for books, chairs, kitchen 
supplies, and games requirements. 


Playgrounds.—The playground area has been 
divided into three: (1) infants; (2) junior 
boys; and (3) junior girls. In all cases there 
is easy access to the offices, and they are sur- 
rounded by turfed areas which will give a 
feeling of freedom and spaciousness nat gener- 
ally found in playgrounds provided for ele- 
mentary schools. The infants have the south 
end of the site entirely to themselves, and, if 
necessary, the surrounding erassed area car 
be used in dry weather. The junior boys 
playground is nearest the football pitch as 
it was deemed advisable to give them a more 
elastic area than the junior girls, who can use 
part of the infants’ grassed area if so desired. 

Construction, Materials. Etc —Wherever 
possible, a bay unit has been used to simplify 
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and cheapen the general - corstruction. 
Foundations are of Portland cement concrete 
to depts as required, with necessary rein- 
forcement where point loads occur. _ 

In accordance with the suggestion in the 
conditions it is proposed to construct the 
building throughout of bricks. Local clamp 
pricks are suggested with a dark select brick 
plinth. All external walls to be of cavity 
construction. Roofs throughout are to be of 
timber construction, bearing on walls and 
R.8.J.s as required, the whole to be covered 
with three layers felt and 1 in. insulating 
covering. The roof to the projection room 
will be of fire-resisting construction. 

All classrooms, assembly hall and _staff- 
rooms to be laid with strip boarding nailed to 
ereosoted dovetailed wood fillets set in con- 
crete screed on surface concrete. All corri- 
dors, cloakrooms, heating chamber, stores, 
kitchen and offices to be of grano on concrete. 
Floor to tank-room and projection room to be 
of fire-resisting construction. 

Should current rates permit, it is proposed

to use steel windows throughout, those in the 
classrooms to be hopper-hung at bottom, 
sliding folding in the middle and pivot hung 
at top. Other windows to be hung as suitable 


for various rooms. Doors are to be of flush 


panel type of standard size except in offices, 
where they are to be batten and ledged. 

Internal Finishings.—Classrooms will have 
boarded floors, flush brickwork walls, painted 
with hard plaster dado 4 ft. high, and plaster 
ceilings. Corridors will be finished in grano 
in 2 ft. by 2 ft. squares with flush brick walls, 
and hard-plaster dado 4 ft. high, and plaster 
ceiling. The assembly hall will have boarded 
floor, plaster walls and ceiling, with haid 
plaster, and dado 4 ft. high. Staff rooms, 
etc., boarded floor, plaster walls and ceiling. 
Staff cloaks, tile floor and dado—hard-plaster 
walls, plaster ceiling. 

Pupils’ offices will have fair-faced brick- 
work, with white painted cement dado 4 ft. 
high, granolithic floors and matchboard  ceil- 
ings. 

Entrance hall will be similar to corridors 


4 
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except that walls will be plastered full height 
above dado. 

The general colours of classroom walls, etc., 
will be given careful consideration. 

Heating will be by low-pressure hot water 
supplied by coke-fired boilers. Hot water 
will be supplied to ail lavatory basins through- 
out. 

Ample electric light points will be provided 
with dust-proof fittings—the main control to 
be in head teacher’s store adjoining his room. 

The winner calculates the assembly hall, 
projection room and tank room at 49,500 cu. 
ft.—which at 9d. gives £1,848 16s.; class- 
rooms, corridors, offices and _ stores,  staff- 
rooms, kitchens, 206,475 cu. ft., at 1ld.— 
£9,463; the heating chamber, of 4,968 cu. 
ft., at ls. 6d.—£372 12s.; verandahs to in- 
fants’ and juniors’ cloakrooms, 3,490 ‘cu. ft., 
at 6d.—£87 10s. Building works thus amount 
to £11,772 7s. The whole scheme, adding 
£1,471 14s. for site woxks, is estimated at

MR. DONALD A. STEWART, A.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECT. 
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CENTRAL SCHOOL OF 
ARTS AND CRAFTS 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


Tue exhibition of students’ work at the 
above school was opened on Friday, 
June 4, by Mr. Jack Beddington, and in 
reviewing the work shown we are agree- 
ably struck with the progress made. The 
various exhibits, which represent almost 
every direction in the arts and crafts, 
show much individuality, initiative, and 
promise, reflecting credit on the adminis- 
tration of the school. The influence which 
it exercises cannot but be beneficial to 
industry, bringing before the manufac- 
turer and merchant methods of . work 
showing so much improvement in design 
and craftsmanship. It is the virtue of 
this school that it aims to improve in- 
dustry by understanding and sympathy 
rather than criticism, offering its help on 
practical lines. We have an instance of 
this in the section, a new one, devoted 
to the industrial weaving of textiles. 
Produced at the schools by hand, they are 
equally suitable to power. Mercerised 
and ordinary cottons and wool tweeds are 
shown in sample lengths, and the manu- 
facturer can, therefore, find placed before 
him the process earried through from the 
beginning, and can purchase any sample 
length from those shown. These 
examples, though not specially distin- 
guished in relation to colour and design, 
show real improvement over average pro- 
duction. 

The pottery—always an important 
feature of the exhibition—is this year 
deserving of special praise. The examples 
by E. Pincombe, which are among the 
best, would appear to be the work of so 
practised a hand as hardly to count as the 
work of a student. Examples by S. Peer- 
boom, among many others of much charm 
and distinction, should be noticed. The 
stained glass is poor, and the “‘ two-light ” 
window shown offers nothing but the 
accustomed. A panel of glass in the 
entrance hall showing the figure of a man 
making a grimace has much more inven- 
tion and appreciation of the material. 


The examples of furniture shown are 
not quite up to the standard of previous 
work in regard to their design.’ Some 
evidence of traditional character entails 
no necessary loss of freedom, and, in fact; 
where there is less liberty there is often 
more freedom. Etchings by P. Ginger, 
woodcuts by D. Boulton, and some skilful 
work in lithography well repay attention. 

It is only by visiting this admirable 
show that the extent. and variety can. be 
realised. A glance round the galleries 
acquaints us with some successful studies 
in sculpture. Examples by L. Firminger, 
notably a nude torso, and an eagle carved 
in wood by K. Keeble-Smith, are admir- 
able examples. In fact, the problem is 
not one of the defect but the extent of 
the ability shown, and how it is to be 
secured in employment. 

The section called ‘‘ Publicity,’’. which 
is directed by Mr. Noel Rooke, aims 
as part of its work to improve trade 
labels, showcards, and taste in methods 
of packing. The attractive way in which 
packets of merchandise, whether “ Coro- 
nation Rock ” or stockings, are converted 
into more becoming appearance by a 
little more taste in their planning is an 
instance of the practical character which 
directs the instruction, the aim being to 
show ways of making trade merchandise 
a little better, which is certainly achieved. 
This is surely very well worth doing. 
For effort to direct itself into the market- 
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place is a more useful thing than 
‘‘ideals’”’ for art, which have seldom led 
anywhere! 


The influence of this school shows us 
that though the tide of better taste in 
industry creeps in slowly, it does creep 
in, and it is in the things of everyday life 
that we should perceive it. We are unfor- 
tunately compelled to recognise that the 
most ardent advocates for democracy are 
those who really believe in it least, and 
that to democratise the arts is to them 
anathema! All the promise that is so 
evident in the work of the students of this 
school directs us to the consideration of 
what is to become of it all after they 
leave. Their prospects are not good, and 
it should be the anxious care of those 
responsible, and the Government that 
subsidises the teaching, to provide for 
after employment, and that the means 
should be found with which to achieve 
it. This half of the problem has yet to 
be undertaken, and the legislation neces- 
sary to bring this about is the immediate 
need. Administration which subsidises 
the education of the art student makes 
no provision for the artist in regard to 
employment. Democratic ideals which do 
not provide for democracy are a vain 
shadow. The future of civilisation 
depends, in the minds of not a few, more 
on the right understanding of this than 
on what happens in Parliament-square. 


We hear of opportunities made in one 
or two instances for the decoration of 
public and business premises, but the 
proper measure of opportunity can only 
be achieved through a national scheme to 
set the arts more into the midst of life. 
We have the example of America, Sweden 
and Russia, where the employment of the 
artist is secured as important to the well- 
being of the State. Hitherto such support 
as has. been forthcoming has always 
leaned to the industrial side, to the 
neglect of the fine and decorative arts of 
the sculptor and painter, with their equal 
claims to promotion. Instead of regard- 
ing the arts as a whole, we have confused 
the issue with commercial influences 
which have not yet offered whole service 
to art. The State cannot afford to continue 
this loss, and the economic freedom for 
the arts as a whole should be the national 
aim. Only in this way, freed from present 
economic servitude, can they take their 
needed place in the national life and 
become the evidence of its civilisation. 


The exhibition is open from 10 a.m. to 
8 p.m.

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‘HOUSE PURCHASE MADE 
SAFE ”? 


Unper this title a booklet has just been 
issued by the National House-Builders’ Regis- 
tration Council, as an official exposition 
of the’ scheme approved and supported by 
the Government for the registration of house- 
builders ‘and the certification of houses 
offered for sale to the public. 

The scope and methods of.this scheme were 
made public last J aenety, since when well 
over a thousand builders have been admitted 
to the register; arrangements have been 
made for the inspection of houses, with a 
view to the issue of certificates; and the 
scheme is now ready to be put into actual 
operation. : 

-The register contains the names of firms 
of the highest standing from all: parts of the 
country. All these firms have undertaken to 
build no houses for sale below the standard 
of construction prescribed by the National 
House-Builders’ Registration Council.. Wher- 
ever. prospective. house ‘purchasers desire 
to live, there will be an increasing choice of 
certified houses built by registered house- 
builders available in the immediate future. 

Particular attention ‘is directed to the 
following points: In addition to the support 
of the Minister of Health (who has person- 
ally contributed a foreword, to be found on 
page 3 of the brochure and whose department 
is represented by two. observers. on the 
Council), the following organisations and pro- 
fessional bodies are represented upon the

The names of the Hon. President, Vice- 
Presidents, and the- full personnel of the 
Council, of which the Honorary President is 
the Earl of Dudley. and the Chairman Sir 
Raymond Unwin, P,-P.R.I.B.A., will be 
found on page 2 of the brochure. For the 
first time in history the interests of the 
ordinary house purchaser are being safe- 
guarded by a disinterested authority, who 
not only have no “ axe to grind,’”’ but are 
even forbidden by their constitution, granted 
under licence from the Board of Trade, from 
making any profit whatever or from engaging 
in any activities which are not demonstrably 
in the interests of the public as a whole. 

A. facsimile: of. the certificate is reproduced 
on pages 8 and 9 of the~brochure. © pur- 
chaser of a.house in respect of which one of 
these certificates has been issued will be 
assured (1) that the house in question has 
been : built -by a registered - house-builder— 
that is to say, by a builder whose skill and 
integrity have been vouched for by fellow- 
builders and approved of by the impartial 
judgment of the Registration Council; (2) not 
only will the builder, as a condition of regis- 
tration, have undertaken to build un to the 
standard prescribed by the Council, but each 
house in respect of which a certificate is 
issued will have been open and subject to 
inspection on behalf of the Council at all 
stages of construction, and. certificates will 
only be issued upon the receipt of favourable 
reports from the Council’s inspectors; (3) in 
the remote eventuality of some defect of 
materials or “workmanship escaping the 
notice of the builder and of the Council’s 
inspectors, the purchaser is still protected by 
an undertaking which the builder is re- 
quired to give as a.condition of remaining 
upon .the register—viz., that he will make 
good free of cost to the purchaser any defects 
attributable to non-compliance with the 
Council’s standards which appear and are 
reported to the builder within a period of 
two years from the date of sale. Any dispute 
arising under this will be heard by an 
assessor or tribunal appointed by the 
Council, whose decision will be binding. 
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A REVIEW OF THE DESIGNS. 
From A CORRESPONDENT. 


Tue schemes placed first and second 
in this architectural competition were 
illustrated in our issue of June 4, 
and we now give some notes upon the de- 
signs in general. The assessor, Mr. W. T. 
Benslyn, appears to have experienced but 
little difficulty in spotting the winner— 
No. 29, by Messrs. Lyons, Israel and 
Elsom—which meets the problem in a 
sane, straightforward and workmanlike 
manner. The elevations ‘‘ read” well on 
all sides. The two-storied cottage for 
caretaker, though detached on plan, ‘is 
skilfully blended into the elevational 
treatment. In the case of the design 
placed second—No. 2, by Messrs. Dougill 
and Ferriby—the caretaker’s quarters are 
over the main front to south-east, thus 
leaving the north-west corner of site avail- 
able for future extensions. While the 
conditions do not appear to have speci- 
fied explicitly for such contingency, it is 
a consideration implicit in almost any 
scheme of planning. And although exten- 
sion of a kind is certainly provided for in 
the winning scheme, we imagine that 
neither the authors, nor the promoters, 
nor anybody else would desire to see the 


courtyard built up as indicated on the 


plan. The hall as planned would tend to 
become much more of a general passage 
way than is desirable. This is not mini- 
mised by the minor ailments room and 
lavatories being on the further side from 
patients’ entrance. There is no lavatory 
to the ante-natal suite, and the W.C. 
thereto has no directly external window. 


LIGHTING. 


With regard to north light to dental and 
ophthalmic rooms it is noticeable how 
many competitors have been content with 
a south, east or west aspect when, as on 
this site, northerly lighting should be 
readily effected. For, notwithstanding the 
resources of artificial light, there can be 
but few ophthalmic or dental surgeons 
who would not prefer north light where 
possible. As a note of colour in the 
winning design, the turquoise blue tiling 
—not too much of it—to external walls, 
together with the provision for flowers 
under window-sills, should make for an 
even better and brighter Bilston. The 
windows themselves are exceedingly well 
disposed, both internally and externally. 


The third premiated design—No. 3, by 
Messrs. Percy and Young—is on much the 
same lines of plan as the other two, and 
has many good points, including a hall, 
the main area of which would be reason- 
ably free from through traffic. The most 
is made of the northerly aspect to Prouds- 
lane. Pram shelter along west boundary, 
connected to clinic corridors at either end, 
but leaving a somewhat unshapely court- 
yard; lay-out of forecourt good; seemly 
“Georgian ’’ type of elevations; parapet, 
pitched roofs, well-proportioned windows, 
etc.; caretaker above on main front. 


Design No. 32,’Messrs. Nicol, Nicol and 
Thomas, is highly commended. Fan- 
shaped; long axis of hall, S.W. to N.E.; 
all on sweep; circular headed windows to 
S.E., centre one acting as main entrance, 
the curved front set well back on a paved 
terrace forecourt, flanked on either hand 
by projecting semi-circular bastions as 
ends to the Wellington-road and Prouds- 
lane flanks; range of rooms (also on 
sweep) radiate from outer or western wall 
of hall; all welded together on the site 
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by one of the simplest and best lay-outs 
for the ‘‘ open space” at S.E. apex of site; 
wherein the “eccentric” alignment of 
boundary of site—a stumbling block to 
many—has been dexterously overcome. 
Prams are against west boundary—at an 
unfortunate distance from entrance to 
clinic, and leaving again a rather shape- 
less courtyard on that side. Apparently 
one entrance only to hall for patients, the 
ante-natal suite having no connection 
thereto. Dentists’ suite good, separated 
from hall. Clearstory lighting on all 
sides of hall in addition to the three 
windows above noted. Over all a rather 
heavy (pantile) roof. Parapets and flats 
to surrounding rooms. 


No. 48, Messrs. Stott; No. 36, Messrs. 
Spence-Sales and Bland; No. 42, Mr. B. 
E. Hatton, are also commended in the 
assessor’s report. No. 48 is one of the 
best “‘ traditional” type, but two-storied, 
which, to quote the assessor, is ‘‘ neither 
necessary nor desirable”’ on this open site. 
Lower projecting blocks are ‘“‘ outlined ” 
against the higher only where convenient; 
and the system of cast “skeleton” 
shadows not only departs from the con- 
ditions, but detracts from the quality of 
the design. 


The commending of No. 36 may be taken 
as a friendly gesture indicative of that 
catholicity of outlook so becoming in an 
assessor: Plan supremely unconventional. 
Scare a brick or a pier; mere rods and 
glass. walls. Three stories in places. 
Withal, much that is charming in the con- 
ception of the plan, management of fore- 
eourt and internal garden court being 
notable. How it might work is more than 
could be divined in a cursory glance; but 
it was felt that the English climate would 
have to be consulted about it. 


In No. 42 we return to a safer rate of 
progression in design. General architec- 
tural conception not altogether unlike the 
winning design; but all clearstory light- 
ing, etc., instead of windows to west, two 
rows of clinic rooms with passage between 
them. Window units good and well col- 
lected. Prams yet again isolated on west 
boundary. No. 31 has many good points 
in the plan, with a good though rather 
overdone lay-out of the “‘ open space,” 
and a most ingenious arrangement for 
prams. Several schemes, good in them- 
selves, fail by not seizing the advantages 
of the corner site. Others, feeling this (as 
Nos. 14 and 10), turn their plans round to 
help them out. This in defiance of the 
condition ‘all plans north side up”! 
No. 11 indulges in green ink throughout, 
while No. 38 espouses brown, skeleton 
shadows thrown in in both cases, both in- 
fringements of the conditions ‘‘in black 
ink or pencil” and “ without shading of 
any kind.” 


The designs are well displayed in a well- 
lighted room; ‘‘ reports”’ duly attached, 
with names of authors affixed. Assessor’s 
report also displayed, together with copy 
of ‘‘ conditions and instructions ”’ for all 
to read. Were the “‘ answers to questions ” 
also on view, with possibly a site plan, 
this competition could indeed be declared 
a model. The*designs are on view until 
the end of the present week. 


THE ASSESSOR’S REPORT. 
Following is the report of the assessor 
(Mr. William T. Benslyn, F.R.I.B.A.) in the 
competition :— 
I beg to report that I have carefully 
examined the 51 designs submitted in open 
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competition and congratulate the promot 
on having obtained such an excellent reagan 
to their invitation. At least 25 per cent, of 
the designs submitted are of considerable 
merit. 


I had, however, no difficulty in selectin, 
the winner, and I award the first nrehaling 
to the design numbered 29 [Messrs, Lyons 
Israel and Elsom]; the second premium to 
the design numbered 20 [Messrs. Wesley 
Dougill and Ferriby] ; and the third premium 
to the design numbered 3 [Messrs. Percy and 
Young]. I would also like to highly com. 
mend design numbered 32 [Mesers. Nicol and 
Nicol and Thomas]. 


Among the remaining designs, those num. 
bered 48 and 38, although exceedingly 
interesting schemes, have placed the accom. 
modation on two floors, which, in view of 
the extent of the site, was in my opinion 
neither necessary or desirable. Design num. 
bered 42, although an interesting scheme 
failed in respect of certain essential practical 
details. 


It wili be noticed that the three premiated 
designs arc similar in type, in that they have 
arranged their buildings approximately on the 
building lines shown on the block plan 
issued te competitors, and have produced 
architectural schemes suitable to this angle 
aite. 


The winners, No. 29, have soived the 
problem in an admirable manner, both with 
regard to practical requirements and to archi- 
tectural expression. The whole of the site 
between the building lines and the boundary 
is treated in a sifmple manner with lawns, 
and if it is decided to build dwarf walls as 
the boundary between the footpath and the 
site, the lay-out should give the impression 
of great spaciousness. The waiting hall is 
spacious and has direct light from an ample 
courtyard, and in their report the authors 
have pointed out that the pram shelter can 
be seen from this waiting hall. They have 
also pointed out the method by which future 
extensions could be obtained. In addition to 
the direct light in waiting hall there are 
clerestory windows on the north-east, south- 
east and south-west, to ensure the most 
cheerful aspect to this waiting hall at all 
times of the day and take advantage of 
whatever sunshine there may be. The design 
is an excellent example of a sane, modem 
treatment ‘avoiding the introduction of 
unnecessary features for the sake of archi- 
tectural effect, which will, I believe, when 
executed be recognised as one of the outstand- 
ing modern buildings of the clinic type in the 
country. The building will ‘‘ read” equally 
well from Wellington-road and Proud’s-lane, 
or as approached from Birmingham. The 
unit placing of windows to clinical rooms 
makes it possible to adjust partitions if found 
necessary. In fact, the plan is of the type 
in which minor adjustments to suit require- 
ments can readily be made. The boiler house 
and fuel store would, in my opinion, be better 
placed under the health visitors’ room, and 
the coal chute moved nearer to the secondary 
entrance. The substitution of flower beds 
under the clinic windows instead of the 
narrow path at present shown would, I think, 
be advantageous. 

I have previously mentioned the simplicity 
of the open space around the clinic which, 
together with the internal unbuilt-on space, 
provides ample light and air to all parts of 
the building, which would not be seriously 
impaired even although the north-west boun- 
dary of the site were at some future date 
completely built up. The placing of seats 
in relation to the path leading from Proud’s- 
lane and Wellington-road to the main 
entrance will no doubt be considered when the 
authors are instructed to proceed ‘with work- 
ing drawings. It will be noted that the 
authors have completely described the method 
of construction in their report and have 
visualised an interesting colour treatment, 
and also shown on their drawings spaces for 
the introduction of plants and flowers, whic 
add an essential note of beauty to buildings 
of this type. 
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LECTURE AT THE ARCHITECTURAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

Ar a meeting of the Architectural Associa- 
tion held at 34-36, Bedford-square, W.C.1, on 
Tuesday evening, Mr. L. H. Bucknell, 
F.R.LB.A. (President), being in the chair, a 
lecture was delivered by Mr. Eric L. Bird, 
A.R.I.B.A., on “ The Architect’s Part in Pas- 
sive Air-raid Defence.”’ 

Mr, Bird said that damage done by bom- 
pardment from aircraft might arise from high- 
explosive bombs, incendiary bombs, or gas. 
High-explosive bombs _carried by aircraft 
weighed normally anything up to 500 lb., and 
in exceptional cases bombs of 1,000 lb. or even 
2,000 lb. might be used. They might be fused 
to burst instantaneously on impact, or have 
varying degrees of delay-action fuse. A semi- 
armour-piercing bomb with delay action might 
be expected to penetrate all the floors of a 
normally constructed multi-story building. 
80 ft. high and to explode in the basement. 
Incendiary bombs weighed usually anything 
from .2 lb. to 60 lb., and their penetrative 
effect was not great. They burned with 
intense light and heat for about ten minutes, 
and no method of extinguishing them had been 
discovered. _ Pouring sand over a burning 
bomb was best, reducing it to a miniature 
volcano. Such a bomb could be removed from 
a building by a person equipped with dark 
glasses, a long-handled shovel and a special 
bucket containing sand. - Sand was first heaped 
upon the burning bomb, and it was then 
shovelled into the bucket and removed. Gas 
bombs might weigh as much as 500 lb.; it 
was also possible to spray certain types of gas 
from aircraft.. Gas used in warfare was of 
two classes—persistent and mnon-persistent. 
Persistent gases included mustard gas’ and 
Lewisite. Mustard gas was released in the 
form of a liquid which vaporised under the 
influence of warmth. It soaked into absorbent 
surfaces, and might vaporise at intervals for 
three or four days afterwards. It had a 
strongly irritant effect on the skin. The effects 
and characteristics of Lewisite were similar to 
those of mustard gas, but it acted more 
rapidly. 

Bombs did not descend vertically, but at 
an angle depending on the height and speed 
of the machine. From a machine travelling 
at 200 miles an hour at 12,000 ft. the angle 
was 19 degrees from the vertical; at 500 ft. 
at the same speed it would be 58 degrees from 
the vertical. Thus the resistance of walls was 
important, and a bomb might enter at a 
window opening. The angle of impact, how- 
ever, almost always gave a glancing blow. 

The object of passive air-raid defence was 
to provide such poor targets that an enemy 
would not find them worth the military effort 
of bombing. In attempting to make centres 
of population into poor targets, the aim of 
architects should be so to construct buildings 
that the risk of damage was reduced to the 
possible minimum, and the safety of occupants 
increased to the possible maximum. But 
these objects must be achieved very largely 
within the structural and financial limitations 
of normal building practice. To what extent 
could the town be made a poor target? The 
English habit of spreading towns in low build- 
igs such as detached houses, was a distinct 
advantage as against the Continental one of 
building streets of flat dwellings. In London, 
taking into account streets, park and river, 
the ratio of land covered by building to that 
not covered was one to six, though naturally 
in central areas the ratio was much closer. By 
@ coincidence the same ratio—namely, one to 
s1x—obtained in suburban housing built twelve 
to the acre. The modern suburb was, therefore, 
relatively a poor target. An attacking enemy 
would certainly cause casualties, possibly in 
large numbers; he might destroy many build- 
ings, but would not necessarily create the 
degree of panic he desired. 


Protection of Buildings. 


Coming to the technical aspect of his prob- 
lem, the lecturer said the object, so far as 
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architects were concerned, was two-fold. ‘The 
first and most important was to provide pro- 
tection for the prune the second was so 
to construct buildings that they would resist 
the effects of air bombing as far as possible 
and remain usable after air raids had ceased. 
The first- of these requirements implied that 
a particular building would be provided with 
a shelter giving as much protection as pos- 
sible against all forms of attack; the second 
involved certain considerations in construc- 
tion and to a limited extent in planning. 

The first’ requirement was to exclude or 
limit the effect of the incendiary bombing. 
The small kilo bomb could be kept out by 
a slab of solid reinforced concrete five inches. 
thick, reinforced both ways; and the 25 lb. 
incendiary bomb by a thickness of 18 inches. 
An alternative to the 18-inch roof on a multi- 
floor building was to make several or all 
floors five or six inches thick. This would 
confine the larger incendiary bombs to the 
upper floors. General fire-resisting structure 
throughout was desirable, and the reduction 
to a minimum of inflammable material in 
the upper stories. A layer of two inches of 
dry earth or sand over attic floor boarding 
would confine the fire from a kilo bomb. to 
the roof space, but such a measure was 
intended only for existing buildings. Since 
the small incendiary bomb could be tackled 
by a sufficiently courageous person, access to 
attiés and roof space was desirable. 

It was probably not feasible to prevent the 
high explosive bomb from penetrating a 
building: a thickness of 15 feet of rein- 
forced concrete was required to exclude the 
500 lb. semi-armour-piercing bomb. But 
something could be done to limit the effects 
of its explosion. So long as a building was 
provided with adequate shelter for its per- 
sonnel, there was much to be said for the 
use of large areas of glass which would allow 
the blast of an internal explosion to escape. 
Solid constructions would tend to resist and 
confine the effects of the lighter bombs, thus 
increasing the disruptive effort. Framed 
buildings, whether of steel or of reinforced 
concrete, were better than the solid wall type, 
partly because they resisted the racking 
stresses better and because the panel fillings 
would fail first under blast pressure, leaving 
the general structure in some degree intact. 

Two precautions had to be taken with 
regard to gas. The first was to prevent the 
drawing of gas into buildings, the second 
to facilitate de-contamination where a per- 
sistent gas had been used. For the latter 
impervious surfaces were desirable so that 
the poisonous liquid could be washed off. 
Mustard gas had an affinitv for bitumen, 
which it dissolved into a poisonous paste 
difficult to de-contaminate. This represented 
a problem in regard to roads and flat roofs. 


Shelters. 


As to shelters, complete protection was only 
feasible in mined or tunnelled galleries witn 
a thickness of 60 feet of earth above. The 
alternative was some 20 feet of reinforced con- 
crete. Either of these would resist a 1,000 
Yb. armour--piercing bomb. In the great 
majority of buildings it would rarely be 
possible to provide shelters that would resist 
a direct hit of any bomb larger than 25 lb. 


Except in cases where flooding from burst 
water mains or sewers was considered likely, 
shelter was best located below ground level 
where it would be free from blast and splin- 
ter effects. It might be constructed as a 
tank below ground with entrances above 
possible flood level. It should not be imme- 
diately below large water storage tanks, safes 
or heavy machinery which might be dis- 
lodged by a bomb. ‘The most satisfactory 
material was solid reinforced concrete or 
reinforced brickwork. Plain brickwork of 
sufficient thickness might be used for walls. 
The roof should be of concrete reinforced in 
both directions and so designed as to be 
capable of taking concentrated loads due to 
falling debris. Normally, shelters should not 
-be designed to accommodate more than 50 
persons in each separate compartment. 
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Where mechanical ventilation was pro- 
vided, a minimum of 6 sq. ft. of floor space 
per person should be allowed. Shelters for 
not more than ten persons would not require 
ventilation for reasonable periods of occupa- 
tion, say, up to fours hours, and might be 
made air-tight, provided the absorbent surface 
area of floor, ceiling and walls was not less 
than 75 sq. ft. per person, Discomfort in 
enclosed shelters arose less from the increase 
of carbon dioxide than fromi the rise in the 
moisture content of the air. Hence the necés- 
sity for moisture-absorbing surfaces, and 
these could be provided by wallboard placed 
in the concrete shuttering and left adhering 
to the concrete. Plaster. was liable to be 
shaken off by the vibration of bombs. The 
use of air-distributing fans would do much 
to mitigate the discomfort im a sealed shelter. 
With mechanical ventilation, the plant should 
be capable of delivering a minimum of 
150 cub. ft. of filtered fresh air per person per 
hour.. At least two entrances to a shelter 
should be provided, both equipped with two 
sets of airtight doors forming gas locks. 
Other requirements were lavatory accom- 
modation, drinking water, fire-extiguishing 
appliances, etc. 

Shelters might be constructed externally 
where land was available, and another type 
was the vertical shelter built as a strong 
tower against, or included in, a multi-floor 
building, such as an office or factory. Tun- 
nelled shelters were possible in slag heaps 
or steep hillsides, Lean-to shelters night 
be built against retaining walls. In many 
cases minor alterations to a building plan 
would allow good shelter accommodation to 
be provided: the problem was much more 
difficult in existing buildings. 

Certain buildings, such as police and fire 
stations, and parts of municipal buildings 
and hospitals, must be used during air raids. 
In such cases a solid resistant structure was 
indicated with small independent windows 
that could be closed with air-tight shutters or 
protected with sand-bagging. An input ven- 
tilation system protected by filters was 
desirable where accommodation would be at 
all crowded. Other considerations, such as 
protection of the telephone switchboard, the 
provision of gas locks and an independent 
lighting plant, were indicated. 

An aircraft factory recently erected im 
Germany had been built as a series of widely 
separated building units staggered on plan 
on an open site. Each unit had a fally 
equipped shelter for personnel and consisted 
of a steel-framed structure covered with 
light sheeting that would fly under explosion. 
Here was the principle of dispersion of target 
carried into effect in an industrial building. 
Further, the proportion of direct hits likely 
to be made was small, so that damage would 
be easily reparable. In the typical suburban 
school the open nature of the construction 
made the provision of shelter in the building 
itself almost impossible. But cloakrooms and 
lavatories, if detached in wings, could be 
adapted as shelters at relatively small ex- 
pense. In certain types of multi-floor build- 
ings, such as department stores, where ground 
floors and basements were open and especially 
vulnerable, staff shelters might be provided 
on upper floors. In the case of dock and river- 
side warehouses, where there was exceptional 
danger from incendiary bombs, special 
arrangements for drawing water from the 
river might be provided so that supplies for 
fire pumps were ensured. Flats and tenement 
buildings, being normally of light construc- 
tiom, were not suitable as shelters. But in 
new schemes adequate shelter could be pro- 
vided in basements at no great extra cost. 
Where slum-clearance tenements were erected 
in areas of closely built houses, local authori- 
ties might consider providing shelter for the 
inhabitants of surrounding streets in the 
basement of the tenement block. 

Mr. Joseph Hill proposed a vote of thanks 
to the lecturer. which was seconded -by Mr. 
T. E. Scott. Other speakers foilowed. The 
vote of thanks was heartily accorded, and 
Mr. Bird replied briefly to the discussion. 
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AIR SURVEY AND MAP REVISION 


Mr. E. G. ALLEN (President) took the 
chair at an ordinary meeting of the Insti- 
tute at Caxton Hall, Westminster, on 
May 28, when Mr. F. L. Wills read a 
paper on “Air Survey and Map Re- 
vision.” At the commencement of the 
proceedings the President, on behalf of 
the members, congratulated Mr. G. L. 
Pepler on having been elected an hon. 
member of the R.I.B.A. 

Mr. F. L. Wills, in the course of a paper 
which was profusely illustrated by lantern 
slides, said that aerial photography had 
become an important factor in world 
economics, and he hoped his lecture would 
effectively show them how aerial photography 
had been successfully applied in this country, 
particularly in regard to town planning, map 
revision and general municipal purposes. Air 
survey to-day was definitely recognised as a 
new surveying technique. The first man to 
take an air photograph from a balloon was a 
Frenchman named Nadar in 1845, and a 
contemporary cartoon in a Paris newspaper 
was captioned ‘“‘ Elevating photography to 
the heights of art,’ which to-day he be- 
lieved to be true. Since this early exploit 
there had been a great deal of progress. 
oblique aeria! photograph, sometimes called 
the ‘‘ bird’s-eye view,’ was taken at an 
angle of from 55 to 60 deg. to the horizontal. 
This type of photograph afforded an attrac- 
tive and detailed picture which could be 
immediately appreciated by everyone. 

The vertical photograph was quite a dif- 
ferent proposition. lt was taken with the 
camera pointing downwards, through a hole 
in the floor of the aeroplane, showing the 
ground as on plan. In the vertical photo- 
graph they were now getting something 
which was of technical value to the surveyor 
and town-planning officer. They were getting 
something which gave them more information 
than a line map could give, and which, with 
the aid of the stereoscope, gave it in three 
dimensions. They were also getting a photo- 
graph from which an ordinary line plan could 
be compiled, or an existing plan revised and 
brought up to date. The use of the vertical 
air photograph for mapping and revision con- 
stituted a new survey technique which had 
been the subject of intensive research for the 
last 17 years. The use of air survey for 
those purposes had come to the fore of 
recent years in this country owing to the 
exceptionally large amount of building 
development and the difficulty of keeping 
pace with it by the ordinary methods of 
ground survey. 

Air survey was in no way competitive with, 
nor did it replace, the ground surveyor, for 
without ground control and the co-operation 
of the ground surveyor no air survey of any 
magnitude was possible. What the photo- 
graph did do was to provide the surveyor 
with more up-to-date, more rapid and, in 
some cases, more accurate, means of accom- 
plishing his survey. In fact, the surveyor 
might regard it as an instrument, the use of 
which he could buy, in the same way that 
he could buy a theodolite, and thus the ver- 
tical air photograph placed the ground in 
a convenient form on his desk. 

The camera used was automatic in action 
and electrically controlled. It was provided 
with a specially developed ‘‘ louvre ” shutter, 
which gave a picture free from distortion. 
The film, 165 ft. long, was automatically 
moved forward after each exposure, on which 
could be taken 200 photographs in all, and 
the movement was so timed as to give any 
desired overlap, so that each individual 
print could be laid over the other. The dials 
of the various instruments in the camera 
indicated height, time of exposure to the 
nearest second, a record tablet for marking 
the date and details of the lens, serial number 
of each photograph and, when necessary, 
the latitude and longitudinal levels, all of 
which were automatically recorded on the 
margin of the film on each exposure <A 


signal light warned the pilot two seconds 
before each exposure was made to enable him 
to level the aeroplane and camera. The 
camera was supported in a vibration-absorb- 
ing mounting, which could be levelled and 
turned in all directions. 

The pilot flew the aeroplane in parallel 
lines of flight at a prearranged height and 
speed. Each photograph in the line of flight 
overlapped the next in a forward direction 
by about 60 per cent., and each neighbouring 
line of photographs overlapped the other 
laterally o 30 per cent. 

The height of the aeroplane and the focal 
length of the lens used controlled the scale 
of the photograph and determined the ground 
area covered. Thus, flying at a height of 
9,000 ft. with’ a 20-in. Tene, a scale of 
1/5,400 (125 in. to the mile) was obtained 
approximately. This was a useful scale for 
enlarging and scaling to 1/2,500 (25 in. to the 
mile). Immediately after a day's: flying the 
films were developed, rough prints were 
made and pinned up in their correct respec- 
tive positions to check the area flown and 
photographed. This was usually done within 
a few hours of taking the photographs, so 
that, if any area had been aa ncaeh 
cloud or for any other reason, the gaps 
might be filled in on the next flying day. 

After describing how ‘scaled’? ‘and 
“‘ rectified’? photographs were made, the 
lecturer dealt with the use of such photo- 
graphs in the revision of plans. One method 
of revision for town-planning purposes was 
to transfer on to the 25-in. sca. BY photographs 
the outline of new buildings, roads, fences, 
etc., with the aid of a steel stylo, carbon 
paper and tracing paper laid under the photo- 
graph. This could only be done with the aid 
of the stereoscope and two neighbouring 
pairs of photographs, and by the careful 
inspection and interpretation in relief of the 
individual houses, fences, etc., before each 
line could be drawn. Although the photo- 
graph, if taken from a height of 9,000 ft. 
with a 20-in. lens, covered an area of about 
three-quarters of a mile, one only worked 
on the centre of the photograph, about a 
third of the area covered, and a workable 
area of about 50 acres per photograph was 
plotted, and thus one obviated discrepancies 
which might arise at the edges of the photo- 
graphs, due to lens distortion and possible 
displacement. The tracing of the centre 
section of each scaled photograph was laid 
and oriented in position on the 25-in. 
Ordnance Sheet All corrections were marked 
and old field boundaries, etc., were erased 
from the original sheet, after which the new 
work was traced on to the sheets, and 
eventually fair drawn and inked in, to match 
the ordnance survey standard of draughts- 
manship. 

This method of revision of the 25-in. 
ordnance plans by air survey for the use of 
municipalities, in connection with town plan- 
ning, etc., was of such an accuracy as 
to be acceptable by the authorities for all 
practical purposes. Large-scale plans were 
also constructed from the vertical air photo- 
graphs up to 1/1,000 scale. A ground survey 
control was necessary to tie in the detail, 
but the amount of groundwork was limited. 
The use of air survey at such a scale afforded 
a saving of time and cost. 


Photographic Mosaic Maps. 


The photographs might be joined together 
into a photographic mosaic map, and as 
such prove a valuable supplement to the line 
map. While in no way displacing the line 
map, which would always be required for 
scaling, etc., at the same time they provided 
a mass of information which could never be 
included on the line map. It must, however, 
be pointed out that the mosaic map should 
only be considered as a picture plan, to show 
the nature of the ground, and, although the 
many scaled photographs were mounted to- 
gether with the aid of an ordnance plan as 
a control, one must not take measurements 
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on the mosaic map and expect any great 
accuracy. 

Air survey photographic mosaics in the 
form of a picture plan were of value to almost 
every department of a local authority, Ip 
the first case they could be permanently 
exhibited in the Council Chamber for refer. 
ence. The mosaic map provided a most com- 
prehensive picture of the town and was 
readily understood by the layman; thus new 
housing schemes or suggestions for slum 
clearance and widenings were quickly 
grasped. The mosaic was also referred to by 
the respective committees for parks, educa- 
tion, rating, valuation, drainage, and by 
other authorities, including licensing, police 
for traffic control and parking, etc. The 
photographs were accepted as evidence jn a 
court of law, would prove of assistance in 
disputes, were used in making Parliamentary 
application for the extension of city boundaries 
to show the natural trend and growth of 
development to the outskirts, and so on, 

The vertical air photograph provided 
something which the surveyor had never been 
able to produce, and that was a record of 
existing conditions of surface features over a 
large area af a known date. It was also of 
value in studying road conditions, locating 
footpaths or rights of way, tree registration, 
recording land utilisation, preparation of 
regional and detailed soil maps, production 
of drainage plans, effects of rotational 
cropping, treatment of grasslands, and in 
archeological research by _ disclosure of 
human settlements and systems of cultivation. 

Having referred to. the value of aerial 
photography in land and property valuation, 
for disclosing the movement of silt in 
estuaries, for recording the conditions of 
private estates from time to time, Mr Wills 
said air survey did not compete with nor 
replace the ground surveyor. At the same 
time, photographs replaced a great deal of - 
field work. The fact was, of course, that the 
chain and the theodolite would always be 
the bedrock of survey, and they must always 
provide the framework in which the detail 
was fitted. With air survey they cut down 
the field work to a minimum, and did the 
bulk of the work more quickly and more 
comfortably in the drawing-office. The aero- 
plane was an observation station, but they 
did not know its exact pesition, and the 
camera took the place of the theodolite, but 
they could not precisely level it. In this 
country, with the aid of ground data pro- 
vided by- the ordnance survey, simple 
geometry solved these two problems. Re- 
vision of plans, so far as new develop- 
ment was concerned for town planning and 
other municipal purposes, could go ahead 
without the necessity of measuring and book- 
ing a mountainous mass of angles, legs and 
offsets on the ground. When a surveyor 
made a survey on the ground he usually did 
so for one specific purpose, and only showed 
the information required for that purpose, 
and at a later date might have to make 
another survey over the same ground to show 
different information for another purpose. 
With the air photographs, however, all the 
detail and information was recorded at one 
time, and could be abstracted as and when 
required. Finally, the air ‘survey photograph 
gave a-record of the ground surface and 
works as they existed at a known date, and 
many square miles could be photographed in 
one day. 

Sir Charles Bressey (Ministry of Transport), 
in proposing a vote of thanks to the author, 
said the ordnance’ survey sheets were un- 
inspiring, but the indiscreet exposures made 
by the photograph mosaic had a human 
appeal. It was remarkable what one could 
isee in these mosaics. On the ordnance 
map they saw allotments marked and 
adequate voads depicted, but in the mosaic 
they could see whether the allotments were 
being cultivated or not, and often found that 
the wide road was filled with market stalls. 
On looking at these mosaics, one found 
curious impressions of physical and_ social 
contours. They saw ‘where there were two 
houses to the acre that there was no wash- 
ing in the garden; with twelve houses to the 
acre, they saw a lot of washing hung out; 
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-, the slum areas again there was no 
ot because the backyards were too 
small. "The historical photographs shown 
ave them a great deal to think about as 
Fgarded the future of the country and the 
reconstitution once more of the state of 
affairs by which it might become possible to 
reproduce something of the spirit of their 
forefathers when they laid out cities such as 
Oxford and Bath. Whether the general 
levelling down of society to the idea of 
twelve houses to the acre could produce the 
same results he was not sure. : 

Mr. R. A. Hudson, in seconding the 
motion, said Mr. Wills had done ‘ood work 
for Professor Adshead and himself: in con-, 
nection with the report and plans being pre- 
pared of the Brighton built-up area. If Mr. 
Wills could once get a mosaic map that it 
was really possible to measure from, it would 
be an extraordinarily useful thing. He was 
looking forward to the time when there would 
be a complete aerial survey of the country, 

erhaps to a large scale, because he did not 
think there was a better way of: getting 
people to appreciate the tbeauties of the 
countryside and to understand the assets and 
physical resources of the country.. In speak- 
ing rather enthusiastically of his experience 
of aerial photographs, he must not overlook 
the purity of the Brighton air, and he could 
visualise that in smoke-laden atmospheres it 
might be difficult. He did not know 
whether infra-red rays or anything of that 
kind had helped the. photographer. 
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Mr. L. Cook-Hall instanced the value of 
aerial photographs in a case of dispute, in 
which his Committee was concerned. 

Major Hardy Syms asked the author as to 
his experience in photgraphing ‘water, as he 
noticed that in the slides shown water came 
out in different shades of grey and black. 

Col. H. P. Cart de Lafontaine mentioned 
his experience in regard to enlarged photo- 
graphs at Southampton, which proved to be 
accurate enough to plot from. 

Mr. W. J. Taylor said that, from the prac- 
tical point of view of the town-planner, the 
question of the cost of aerial photography 
came in. When quoted for so much per acre 
and so much per. building, one got a little ner- 
vous when remembering the shacks which had 
been built up since the last revision of the 
ordnance map. Mr. Wills told nim that only 
erections which were obviously buildings 
would be included on the final sheet, 

Mr. Wills, in reply, said it would not be 
economical to make contour surveys in the 
country, but a good deal of such work was 
being done in the “Colonies. Atmospheric 
haze was one of their difficulties, but a filter 
had been introduced into the lens which cut 
out the haze to a certain point. Infra-red 
rays were going to be useful in their surveys 
in the future. Surveys of water rather 
depended on the nature of the bed, and in 
the country they could tiot penetrate water 
to any great extent. 


THE 1936 FORM OF SUB-CONTRACT 
FOR BUILDING—IV 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., and NORMAN P. GREIG, B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


Clause 7,—Defects. 

By this clause the sub-contractor engages, 
within a reasonable time after receipt of in- 
structions from the architect (or a copy) to 
make good any defects, shrinkages, or other 
faults in the sub-contract works which the 
contractor (at his own cost or not) has bound 
himself to make good under the principal con- 
tract; but where the contractor is hable as 
above but not at his own costs, then the con- 
tractor must secure a similar benefit to the 
sub-contractor. He must also account to the 
sub-contractor for any money he receives in 
respect of the same. 

Under sub-clause (e) of Clause 4 of the 1935 
Form, which Clause 7 of the present Form 
replaces, defects, shrinkages, or other faults 
in the sub-contract works appearing after com- 
pletion are to be made good by the sub-con- 
tractor at his own cost, provided such faults 
become evident at any time before the expira- 
tion of the defects liability period prescribed 
by the principal contract. If none is given, 
then the period is six months, The sub-con- 
tractor’s liability is limited to defects in his 
own work, which are among those for which 
the contractor is liable under the principal 
contract. If the main or principal contract 
is the 1931 Form of Building Contract, defects 
after completion are dealt with in Clause 13 
of*that Form, 


Clause 8.—Consequential Damage to the 
Contractor. 

By this clause the sub-contractor undertakes 
to reimburse the contractor the cost of work 
which the contractor (by himself or any other 
sub-contractor) does to the main contract 
works (permanent or temporary), which 
either the architect requires or are rendered 
necessary owing to defects, shrinkages, etc. 
The contractor must give reasonable notice to 
the sub-contractor before he commences the 
work. But, if the contractor, in lieu of doing 
the work, pays or allows the employer its 
value, then the sub-contractor must pay this_ 
value to the contractor. Similarly, the con- 
tractor undertakes to pay. the sub-contractor 
the cost of work which the latter does to 
the sub-contract works (permanent or tem- 
porary), which the architect requires, or are 
rendered necessary ‘by -defects or shrinkages, 
etc., in the main contract works (reasonable - 
Rotice being given to the contractor before the 


commencement). Furthermore, if instead of 
the sub-contractor actually doing the work as 
above, the contractor pays or allows the em- 
ployer its value (or an agreed sum not exceed- 
ing its value), then the contractor must in- 
demnify the sub-contractor against damage or 
loss as regards such value or agreed sum. 
The clause is an elaboration of Clause 5 
of. the 1935 Form, by sub-clause (a) of which 
the sub-contractor undertakes to reimburse 
the contractor for any costs the latter incurs 
in making good. defects in his (the contrac- 
tor’s) work, or that of any other sub-con- 
tractor, if the defects are the fault. of the sub- 
contractor. All defects, shrinkage or other 
faults in any of the works (part .of the prin- 
cipal contract works or temporary works) 
executed under the principal contract, are 
included. Similarly by sub-clause (b) the con- 
tractor engages to pay to the sub-contractor 
the value of-any work which has to be done 
by the latter in making good any damage to, 
or defects, shrinkages or other faults in 
any of the works (part of the sub-contract 
works or temporary works) executed under 
the sub-contract, in consequence of defects, 
shrinkages or other faults in the works exe- 
cuted by the contractor (or any other sub- 
contractor) under the principal contract (or 
other sub-contract) due to the fault of the 
contractor or such other sub-contractor. . The 
clause also provides for notices of work done 
and for which payment is to be claimed; 


‘under (a) notice by the contractor to the 


sub-contractor of any work to be done for 
which the former intends to claim from the 
latter, and under (b) notice by the sub- 
contractor whether the contractor or another 
sub-contractor is liable for the claim. 


Clause 9.—Value of Sub-contract Works. 

This clause replaces Clause 6, sub-clause (a) 
of the 1935 form, with no substantial altera- 
tion. If the 1931 Form of Building Contract 
is the main or principal contract, Clause 10 
of that contract provides for the ascertain- 
ment of prices for extras. 


Clause 10.—Contractor to Apply for Certifi- 
cate of Payment. ap 

This clause replaces sub-clauses (b), (c), (d) 

and (e) of Clause 6 of the. 1935 form, and it 

will be convenient, -as far as possible, to com- 

pare the corresponding clauses. seriatim. . Sub- 

clauses (a) and (3 ‘of Clause 10. of the. new 


ceives payment. 
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form place a positive duty upon the con- 
tractor (subject to the provisions of the main 
contract) to make application from time to 
time to the architect for certificates of pay- 
ment, giving reasonable notice to the sub- 
contractor poet to doing so. The application 
is to include the amount which at the date of 
the certificate fairly represents the value of 
the sub-contract works (together with extras, 
authorised variations, etc.) executed to date, 
and is to embody or annex any representa- 
tions of the sub-contractor in regard to their 
value. Within 14 days of the receipt of the 
certificate, and not before the receipt, the 
contractor must pay the sub-contractor the 
amounts above certified, less the due propor- 
tion of retention money retained by the 
employer; and less a cash discount of 2} per 
cent. if payment is made within 14 days. 

The corresponding sub-clauses (b) and (c) 
of Clause 6 of the 1935 form provide that 
no payment is to become due to the sub-con- 
tractor (as above) unless the architect certifies 
that it is due, and the certificate is issued 
subject to the provisions of the principal con- 
tract, and is only for the amount as certified. 
The certificate, however, includes the same 
matters in both cases. 

By sub-clause (c) of the 1936 form, if the 
sub-contractor is aggrieved by the amounts so 
certified by the architect (including interim 
payments) or by his failure to certify them, 
subject to the provisions of the arbitration 
clause (Clause 24), and to the sub-contractor 
giving the contractor any indemnity and 
security as the latter may require, the con- 
tractor must allow the sub-contractor to use 
his (the contractor’s) name in any arbitration 
proceedings brought. by the sub-contractor. 

By sub-clause (d) of Clause 6 of the 1935 
form, arbitration proceedings (as above) can 
be taken when, on completion of the worl:s 
under the principal contract, the sub-contrac- 
tor is of opinion that the architect has not 
certified for payment, sums due in respect of 
the sub-contract works and authorised varia- 
lions thereof. 

Sub-clause (d) of Clause 10 of the 1936 
form provides that failure to pay the sub-con- 
tractor (as provided above) for seven days 
after the sub-contractor has given written 
notice to the contractor, entitles the sub-con- 
tractor, if he so wishes (and without preju- 
dice to any other right or remedy) to cease 
work on the sub-contract works until he re- 
Such suspension is to be 
deemed an extension of the time or times for 
completion and. not a delay for which the 
sub-contractor may he liable under the sub- 
contract. 

Sub-clause (e) of Clause 6 of the 1935 form 
is substantially the same in effect as above. 

Sub-clause (e) of the 1936 form is substan- 
tially sub-clause (c) of Clause 15 of the 1931 
Form of Building Contract (‘‘ Sub-contrac- 
tors’). It provides that’ if before the issue 
of a final certificate to the. contractor under 
the main. contract the architect desires to 
secure final payment to the sub-contractor. on 
completion of the sub-contract works, and, 
subject to the provisions of. the main contract 
relating to prime cost and provisional sums 
(see Clause 24 of the 1931 Form of Building 
Contract), issues a final certificate, the con- 
tractor must: pay the sub-contractor the 
amount so certified. But in such a case the 
sub-contractor must, to the contractor’s 
reasonable satisfaction, indemnify and secure 
the contractor against all latent defects. 
Subject to such latent defects the contractor 
will then be discharged under the main con- 
tract from any liability for the sub-contract 
works. 

Generally, by Clause 10, the contractor 
engages himself, when the main contract 
works are completed and on the issue of the 
certificate (if any) certifying the substantial 
completion of: such. works.and of the final 
certificate under the main contract, to pay to 
the sub-contractor the due proportionate 
amounts of the sub-contract works with any 
authorised variations, together with any 
accrued interest (if-any), but less 2} per cent. 
cash. discount if. payment be made within 14 
days of the-receipt. of such certificate by the 
contractor.

fine buildings. 

What is more important is that we should 
see that properly qualified architects are 
employed for all architectural work. In many 
parts of the country work is being carried 
on by men with no architectural qualifications 
of any kind. It sounds incredible that even 
in this year a borough council of one of the 
most beautiful counties in England entrusted 
its housing scheme to the local sanitary 
inspector to do in his spare time. 

‘With regard to house building, in spite 
of the panel system very little improvement 
ig apparent in our new buildings, and I am 
afraid no real progress will be made until the 
Minister of Health insists upon all authori- 
ties exercising control of elevations and see- 
ing the their recommendations are carried 
out.

THE COST OF BUILDING 


PROPOSED SURREY C.C. HOSPITAL 


Surrey County Council had before them 
on May 25 tenders for a proposed new hos- 
pital at St. Helier, which represented an 
increase of £306,000 odd over the original 
estimate of £564,000 submitted by the Public 
Assistance Committee about a year ago. The 
Finance Committee declined to prove a 
strong recommendation by the Public Assis- 
tance Committee for acceptance, declaring 
that ‘“‘the fenders ... are so greatly in 
excess of the estimate that your committee 
consider it unwise and inexpedient to pro- 
ceed with a work of this magnitude at the 
present time, when the industrial conditions 
are so abnormal.”’ 

The Finance Committee stated that their 
decision was influenced by the further fact 
that the tender was not a firm one, the 
contractors having stipulated for what is 
known as an “‘ up and down ’”’ clause, under 
which the figures of the tenders might be 
adjusted to meet variations in the cost of 
wages and materials. The Finance Com- 
mittee suggested that consideration should 
be given at once to the desirability of making 
temporary provision for a considerable num- 
ber of beds. 

The Public Assistance Committee had sub- 
mitted, in Ampril, 1935, detailed particulars of 
the proposed hospital, and a recommendation 
that they should proceed forthwith to pro- 
vide a building to accommodate about 862 
sick patients in accordance with the lay-out 
and plans of the architects (Messrs. Saxon 
Snell and Phillips). The Council then 
authorised an expenditure not exceeding 
£665,000, this comprising £564,000 for the 
buildings, £51,000 for furniture, movable 
fittings and equipment, and £50,000 for archi- 
tects’ and other fees. 

It was stated that departures from the 


‘original proposals jnvolved in the aggregatean 


estimated additional expenditure of £30,000. 
The lowest tenders, as now _ received, 
amounted to £870,196, compared with the 
original estimate of £564,000, and the com- 
mittee noted as ‘“‘a serious point ’’ the in- 
sistence of the contractors on the ‘“‘ up and 
down ”’ clause. Though the Minister of 
Health had stated that approval would not 
ibe given to contracts with such a clause, the 
Public Assistance Committee considered that, 
in view of the urgent character of the work 
and that two and a half years would be 
required to complete the contract, he should 
be pressed to make an exception in this case. 

e Committee réported that they could 
not take the Sp gree A of suggesting the 
postponement of the work, as the extra 
accommodation was more. urgently needed 
than when the hospital was first. proposed, 
and, further, heavy liabilities had areas

Ancient Lights: Effect of Variation on Rights, 

Srzr,—It is proposed to rebuild certain pre- 
mises with ancient lights overlooking the. back 
gardens of adjoining Sea. The present wall 
in which the windows are situated is set back 
about 3 ft. within the building owner’s boun- 
dary, leaving an intervening passageway on 
his premises. It is desired, if possible, to 
maintain and utilise in the new building the 
rights of light that have been acquired, but 
it is essential that the new wall repeating the 
present windows shall be built right up to the 
boundary. 

The question arises, therefore, whether, in 
varying the plane of the windows, but in no 
other respect, the right is relinquished.

It has been held (see Jessell, M.R., 
in the National Provincial Plate Glass Insur- | 
ance Co. v. Prudential Assurance Co. (1877), 
6 Ch.D. 757), that any substantial alteration 
in the plane of the windows concerned destroys 
the right claimed. In this case the alteration

ANSWERS. 
Clearing Sites of Tree Stumps. 

[Answer To “ Estate Devetoper,’’ June 4.) 

Smr,—To clear tree stumps would make it 
necessary to grub out the roots of each tree. 
Special plant is made for this work, and is 
much used by forestry companies; but the 
process of grubbing out individual trees is 
expensive. Leaving the tree stumps in the 
ground is usually permissible provided the 
trunk is sawn near the ground. There is the 
possibility of these trunks sprouting, but if 
any shoots are cut off as they form the tree 
will soon be killed. The stumps can also be 
removed by blasting by a suitable charge of 
explosive made for the purpose.

Leaking Parapet Gutter. 

[Answer To ‘‘ HouseHoLpeR,’’ JuNE 4.] 

Sir,—If the dampness is traceable to the 
defective zinc work, removing it and replacing 
it with new would provide a remedy. The 
new zinc work should be of a heavier gauge 
than that previously used, so that it will have 
a longer life. Deterioration in time is un- 
avoidable, and renewing the zinc work would 
only give a semi-permanent. remedy. Removal 
of the parapet and building a new external ~ 
gutter would be more expensive, but would 
be permanent. The main point is : what 1s 
the condition of the building? If it is in good 
condition the latter method should be adopted, 
and would be cheaper in the long run. An 
estimate of the cost could only be given by 
one who has made an examination of the work 
to ‘be done; repairs of this sort are frequently 
more expensive than would be thought owing 
to the difficulty of access. W. E. W.

PROGRESS IN HOUSING 


(THE MINISTER OF HEALTH’S REVIEW.) 


During the discussion of the Ministry of 
Health Vote, in the House of Commons this 
week, SIR. K. Woop gave a _ compre- 
hensive review of housing progress. He 
said that there had been another successful 
house-building year, and if there was a 
house-building boom it died hard. The latest 
figures suggested much life and vigour and 
apart from house-building there were con- 
tinued demands for all kinds of buildings like 
factories and workshops. The taxpayer had 
contributed nearly £180,000,000 to housing. 
They had long since passed the 3,000,000 
mark of new houses since the War, and since 
that time some 12,000,000 persons, equal to 
30 per cent. of the population, had moved 
to new houses. This had been a great 
exodus, and removals on such a large scale, 
involving such a big proportion of the popu- 
lation, had never taken place before in our 
history. But we could not: rest content, 
notwithstanding our record, until we had 
seen the last of the miserable and bad hous- 
ing conditions that still unhappily existed in 
vur country and remained to-day. So far 
as housing last year was concerned, there had 
been a record total with the erection of 
some 346,000 houses compared with 325,000 
last. year, and 329,000 in 1934-35. Private 
enterprise was showing little or no decline. 
For the half-year period ended March 31 
last, the figure was 145,789, compared with 
146,621 for the same period ended March 
31,1936. Local authority house building 
during the last period had been more than 
maintained and had established itself on a 
standing level of between 5,000 and 6,000 
houses a month. The number of houses built 
by local authorities last year was higher than 
at any time since 1928. 

The loans sanctioned for housing in 1936-7 
were over £33,000,000, compared with 
£25,000,000 in the year before. Demolition 
was proceeding on parallel lines and plans 
for clearance and the building of new houses 
were being prepared at a rate which would 
ensure the maintenance of the building pro- 
gramme at the same level during the coming 
year. It was interesting to note that some 
170,000 houses were built during the year by 
local authorities and by private enterprise 
with a rateable value of less than £13 (£20 
in Greater London) and an additional 140,000 
houses built by private enterprise were of 
a rateable value between £13 and £26 (£20 
and £35 in Greater London). Last year 
71,000 houses were built to let by local 
authorities and about 71,000 were built to 
let by private enterprise. With the possible 
exception of the year ended March 31, 1928, 
last_year’s figures represented the greatest 
production of houses for letting in the his- 
tory of the country. He was not saying that 
it was by any means enough. He wanted to 
see many more built, but he claimed that 
satisfactory progress was being made in the 
direction they all desired. 


Rural Housing. 

Rural housing presented its owm special 
problems. Rural district councils were at 
present concentrated on slum clearance and 
iereased attention had been paid to it. It 
had resulted in the original slum clearance 
programme for rural district councils being 
increased by approximately two-thirds. There 
vas almost as big a slum problem in the 
rural areas as sometimes there was in the 
towns. The . present _programme covered 
some 55,000 houses, of which nearly 23,000 
were to be dealt with under clearance orders. 
Some 17,000 houses were already in areas 
which had been formally declared. Over 
15,000 were covered by orders submitted to 
him, nearly 12,000 were in areas which had 
been confirmed. Of a total of 28,000 new 
houses, 20,000 were attracting the Exchequer 
subsidy. Those 28,000 had beem built or 
were at present under construction to replace 
unfit houses. In many areas schemes for 
abating overcrowding were proceeding con- 
currently with the erection of houses for 
slum clearance. At present, erection of the 
new houses required for slum clearance in 


those areas and in replacement of overcrowd- 
ing fully occupied the resources of rural dis- 
trict councils and the building industry. itself. 

The renovation and bringing up to date cf 
existing country cottages was important. He 
would sooner see a cottage renovated and 
brought up to date than have it pulled down. 
He hoped that hon. Members would impress 
upon local authorities the importance of 
making further use of that particular measure. 

While the measures which were at present 
in hand for improving rural housing condi- 
tions- were as much as could be carried out at 
the moment within the limits of the building 
industry, he had asked the Central Advisory. 
Council to consider further steps so far as 
rural housing was concerned. He hoped to 
receive a report soon, and would then con- 
sider what further action might be necessary 
in the light of the report. 


Overcrowding. 

With regard to overcrowding, the fixing of 
the appointed day from which the new pro- 
visions were to operate in particular areas 
was proceeding steadily. Up to the end of 
March orders had been issued fixing appointed 
day for 1,484 local authorities out of a. total 
of 1,536. The appointed day would be fixed 
for practically every one of the remaining 52 
sie authorities before the énd of the year. 
The local authorities had responded well in 
that particular matter. The abatement of 
overcrowding did not await the fixing of the 
appointed day. 

he local authorities had in their possession 
nearly 1,000,000 houses. Opportunity was 
being taken in reletting such houses and in 
letting new houses erected during the year 
to abate cases of. overcrowding in that par- 
ticular respect. It was known that the 
amount of overcrowding had been substan- 
tially reduced in many parts of the country 
since the time of the overcrowding survey. 

March 31 this year marked the end of four 
years of the five-years’ programme of slum 
clearance. It had more than kept its promise. 
Four-fifths was represented by 166,000 houses, 
and already the houses in submitted orders 
and purchase agreements exceeded that num- 
ber. Progress was better than the figures 
indicated. The original programme had been 
constantly extended in many areas, and at 
the end of March the revised slum-clearance 
programme stood at 265,000 houses, as com- 
pared with 207,000, an increase of 25 per cent. 
The number of houses to be dealt with under 
individual demolition orders had grown from 
72,500 to 110,000, the total programme being 
now increased by 34 per cent. 

There were certain problems facing them at 
the* present time. t was not sufficient to 
build new houses. At this juncture they must 


- get a balanced provision of new houses to 


meet the variety of needs of the people. The 
indications of the future were that there would 
be a need for two types of houses. They 
would need provision for a larger number of 
two-bedroom houses for aged persons. They 
would also need a larger number of houses 
for large families, requiring four or more bed- 
rooms. A few months ago he communicated 
with local authorities on the matter, and he 
wished to emphasise the question again. 
Another requirement was that in the case 
of people being moved out of unfit and 
crowded houses, the rents charged should be 
within the means, if possible, of the lower- 
paid workers. He had received a report show- 
ing that of the total number of houses built 
by local authorities as at June 3, 1936, 
122,000, or 13 per cent. were let at rents not 
exceeding 5s. a week, exclusive of rates. 

About 452,000, or 52 per cent., were let at 
rents between 5s. and 8s, a week, exclusive of 
rates. He was thinking of issuing a White 
Paper on this. 


Costs. 
There was also the important question of 

the costs of housing. He had been looking 

at this for some considerable time. Taking 
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the non-parlour house of three bedrooms, the 
average price of the houses included in con- 
tracts let by local authorities had varied 
from. £311 for the three months ended on 
March 31, 1936, to £338 for the three months 


‘ended March, 1937.- This was an -average 


figure, and there had’ been variations from 
place to place, and from time to time in indi- 
vidual plans which had been presented. It 
was possible that there might have been some 
increase above those figures in the contracts 
let. in the last two months, for which figures 
were not yet available. In view of the effect 
of increased building costs on rents at which 
houses could be let, his officers and himself 
and the local authorities interested had been 
giving a good deal of thought to this par- 
ticular aspect of the matter. An analysis 
showed that the rise in the materials used 
for ordinary cottages was largely due to the 
increased price of timber, a material, of 
course, for which we were dependent on world 
supplies and world prices. The price of bricks 
and cement had generally remained steady, 
and the rise during the period mentioned 
could be accounted for, as regards £8 by in- 
creased prices of materials and £3 by the 
cost of increased labour rates. He supposed 
it must be said that. the balance of the in- 
crease could only be assigned to the excessive 
pressure on the industry and the uncertainty 
of the ready availability of skilled labour and 
certain kinds of material. 

He emphasised again that any rise in the 
cost pf building was a matter of concern. 
There were two or three things which the 
Ministry could do and were doing. They were 
carefully scrutinising the proposals _ sub- 
mitted, in the first place, that they might be 
satisfied that prices were reasonable. In a 
number of cases it had béen necessary to 
withhold sanction for loans on the ground 
that they could not be sanctioned until satis- 
factory prices were obtained. They had also 
had a certain number of matters carefully 
investigated by the Building Prices Com- 
mittee. Then there was the problem in a 
number of areas of securing sufficient skilled 
labour for the completion of houses within 
the contract periods. There had been meet- 
ings lately between the Minister of Labour 
and the building industry which, he hoped, 
would make for the more advantageous use 
of the resources of the building industry. One 
result had been that a joint committee had 
been set up which would be meeting during 
the present month. 


Rural Amenities. 

With regard to the preservations of rural 
amenities, three-fifths of England and Wales 
(22 million acres) were now covered by reso- 
lutions to prepare schemes under the Town 
and Country Planning Act. Another power- 
ful agency in this matter was the National 
Trust, but he was considering again, in con- 
junction with his Town Planning Advisory 
Committee, the adequacy of the present 
powers and whether anything further could 
be done in this direction. : 

The importance of securing practical co-ordi- 
nation of effort over the whole of the Metro- 
politan area was, he believed, generally 
recognised. The Joint Committee which had 
been functioning over a period of years was 
dissolved a few months ago. The committee 
came to him and invited his assistance in 
finding some alternative machinery to secure 
adequate consultation on matters of common 
interest. After a conference which he had 
with many prominent members of the London 
County Council and with local authorities up 
and down the country, he had written to the 
local authorities concerned and invited them 
to co-operate in the establishment of a new 
joint standing conference. He had had 
acceptances from the great majority, and he 
hoped that the committee would be set up in 
the very near future. He would be asking the 
House to approve, at a later date, the exten- 
sion of the present rate of subsidy both for 
slum clearance and for the abatement of 
overcrowding, so as to apply it to houses 
completed up to December 31, 1938. This 
weal extend the operation of the present 
rates, which were fixed by Statute, for houses 
completed up to March 31, 1938, for a further 
nine months.

BUILDING LAWS AND REGULATIONS —XXIV 
NOTES ON “THE RESTRICTION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT ACT OF 1935.”

TOWN PLANNING MODEL CLAUSES: 
ROAD DIMENSIONS. 


An apology is due from the writer to the 
readers of these articles. The numbers which 
are now written should have preceded those 
dealing with the Restriction of Ribbon De- 
velopment Act, but a temporary indisposition 
of the writer rendered this impossible. 

The. subject of the numbers now written is 
the First Schedule of the Town Planning 
Model Clauses, which comprises the road 
dimensions referred to in Clause 18 of the 
Model recently issued. To elucidate this 
Schedule, diagrams have been prepared, and 
these will show, firstly, simple and straight- 
forward types; and, secondly, the types in 
the stipulated combinations. 

It will be soon observed that the diagrams 
indicate modifications of the road-widths 
stipulated in the Model Building By-laws and 
dealt with in The Builder for September 20 
and 27, 1935, the diagrams being numbered 
from No. 33 to 44. 

The main point of variation in the Town 
Planning Roads is the lessening of widths of 
roads and carriageways and the provision of 
turning places at intervals or at ends. It 
should be noted that the widths so stated are 
minimum widths. 

The turning places at intermediate portions 
of the carriageway are such that a circle 30 ft. 
diameter is capable of being inserted. Cir- 
cular turning places are not essential, for 
squares, hexagons and octagons can be em- 


ployed, provided that they accommodate the 
circles stipulated. 


Street Type A (Fig. 122) has no stipulated 
length, but with its 20 ft. carriageway the 
turning places must not be farther apart than 
500 ft. Another important point is the 
minimum turning radius for carriageways, 
such radius being 15 ft. This is shown as the 
kerbline in Fig. 122, but in a later diagram 
we shall see an interesting point in connection 
with this rule. Even the connections of circles 
and straight kerbs have to be rounded off. 

The carriageway of Fig. 122 is 20 ft.—the 
traffic width of the Ministry of Transport, 
namely, 10 ft., being adopted. The writer is of 
the opinion that this 20 ft. width is unsuitable 
for ordinary urban traffic, for it is too much 
for two ordinary traffic widths and not 
sufficient for three. The traffic-width suitable 
for urban traffic is about 8 ft.—a fact which 
is amply acknowledged in the other types. 

A facility of the Town Planning road as 
compared with those of building by-laws is 
that the widths stipulated for footways do 
not absorb the balance width of the carriage- 
way. This does not state that the surplus 
width cannot be made into footway, but it 
does allow margins for grass or gravel verges, 
for a line of trees, or for cable laying, etc. ; 
it offers a great advantage as well in making 
one spacious footway on one side, and it is 
this need of spaciousness that tempts the 
pedestrian into the perilous carriageway of 
to-day. 
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The connections of streets to “ existin 
highways,” as referred to in the drawin 
are to such public highways which exist whe, 
the planning scheme comes into operation. 
even then it might be to public highways of 
a certain description. 


Street Type B (Fig. 123) is of lesseneq 
dimensions, the principle being the less the 
length, then the less the widths required 
Note the 16 ft. carriageway. 


Street Type C (Fig. 124) is again of lesseneg 
dimensions, but with a 16 ft. carriageway, 

Street Type D (Fig. 125) provides ap 
interesting change. Whereas the previous 
types of streets were allowed to connect with 
other streets having carriageways, Stree} 
Type D is not allowed other than as a cul-de. 
sac road. It can connect with footways, but 
vehicular traffic must not pass through it, 
The stipulation as to the size of turning space 
is now changed. Here we have a total turning 
space in a defined area, namely, 202’ sq. yds. 
For a circle this is a diameter of 48 ft. 1 in. 
and for a square it is such that requires a 
side of 42 ft. 7in. For the carriageway the 
sizes are 38 ft. 4in. and 34 ft., respectively, 
The dimensions on the drawings are therefore 
on the full side. 

It may cause surprise to some that a cul-de- 
sac turning space should be required to be 
more than that of an intermediate turning 
space. Yet it must be realised that a vehicle 
going into a cul-de-sac road must turn, what- 
ever its size, while in the other case it can 
pass through without turning. The turning 
in an intermediate space is also less difficult 
than that of a cul-de-sac space. 

Note that the widths of carriageway vary 
with the lengths. The 14 ft. carriageway 
kerbs are much more liable to damage than 
those of a 16 ft. carriageway. 

Street Type E (Fig. 126) is another class of 
a cul-de-sac road with an 8 ft. carriageway. 
The writer is not an advocate of an 8ft. 
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carriageway, but the length in this case is 
sensibly low. 

Street Type F (Fig. 127) indicates another 
type of street development, and the shape can 
be other than rectangular, but it must not be 
more than 500 ft. long. The carriageway is 
stipulated as 10 ft. wide, and wisely so in this 
case, for it allows a fendering of the fence to 
the extent of 2ft. An 8ft. width with a 
2ft. kerbed fender would be better. Its 
length of 500 ft. is long for a single traffic-way 
road, but with an open space its accommoda- 
tion can be seen before it is entered. (The 
passage of arms between a fast-moving milk 
vendor following a slow-moving coal vendor 
in such a street is generally of interest to 
town planners !) 

There is an important point in this street 
in relation to carriageway bends. It may be 
found that the bend at ‘““S”’ is to a 16 ft. 
radius and that at ‘“‘R’”’ parallel to it and 
consequently less. The reverse, as shown in 
the diagram, is far more useful. The radius 
at ““R”’ should not be less than 15 ft., while 
to leave the one at ‘“‘S”’ as a small one is 
to aid the turning of vehicles at this point. 

With regard to Street Type G (Fig. 128), 
there has been an advantage in the delay of 
this article in this connection, for there is a 
complete change of type here as compared 
with that of the previous Model Clauses. Not 
only that, but it now provides a road which 
has developed from the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act, namely, the service road 
which runs as an accommodation road to an 
important highway. Note, again, the 16 ft. 
carriageway. ; 

The purpose of the service road is to take 
away from the main road all local traffic, par- 
ticularly slow-moving, intermittent and stand- 
ing traffic. 

Street Type H (Fig. 129) is really a footway. 
_With regard to buildings erected in the 
above streets, no buildings other than 
dwelling-houses, or other such buildings as 
the council may approve, shall be erected’ in 
Street Types A, B, C, D, E and F, while 
— of F are to be on the one and the same 

For the Service Road, Type G, ‘“‘all the 
buildings to which the street gives access shall 
be on the same side of the street, and access 
to the street or highway on which the street 
abuts shall be provided with footways at 


intervals according to the reasonable require- 
ments of the Council.” 
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LECTURE AT CARPENTERS’ HALL 


A course of lectures now being given at 
Carpenters’ Hall, Throgmorton-avenue, E.C., 
included one on shop fronts and fittings, 
which was delivered on Wednesday, June 2, 
by Mr: W. H. Ansell, F.R.1.B.A. 

The lecturer said that to-day the designer 
of a shop front approached his subject in a 
different way from that of days gone by. The 
main object of the shopkeeper to-day was to 
get the customer inside, and preteen je the 
entrance of the shop was designed with 
recesses and enclosures, in such a way that 
you were inside before you knew you were 
out of the street. Salesmanship was regarded 
as a definite art, and the lay-out of the shop 
was psychological as well as architectural. 
An example of this was furnished by a boot 
shop near the ‘‘ Elephant and Castle,”’ the 
owners of which thought they would do more 
trade if their shop was round the curve. 
They took the shop next to their own, and 
got it ready before the lease of the first had 
expired, so that the two shops were opeit 
together, and then they found that not only 
did their new shop do very well but the old 
did very much better. This was because 
people walking by one shop were reminded 
that they wanted a pair of boots, but passed 
on, thinking some other time would do; but 
when they saw the second shop they went 
inside. The purpose of any shop front was 
not so much outlook as inlook: it was 
designed to display goods and also to light 
the interior of the shop. This second con- 
sideration was less important since the great 
improvements in artificial lighting, but still, 
in the majority of shop windows, the window 
up to the transom was kept for the display of 
goods, while the space above was used to 
help light the interior of the shop. 

There was a difference of opinion between 
shopkeepers and architects with regard to 
shop windows : the trader liked to have con- 
tinuous windows, while the architect liked 


to have a certain amount of visible support 
for the building above. This had led to a 
great conflict when Regent-street was recon- 
structed, but Selfridge’s, in Oxford-street, had 
already shown that it was not necessary to 
have a continuous glass front going the whole 
length of the building, and that you could 
get reasonable architectural effect combined 
with good selling qualities by the use of con- 
siderable supports with shop windows set in 
between. In Elizabethan times, when prac- 
tically every building was of wood, shop 
fronts had been contained in the heavy timbers 
that supported the upper stories. Eighteenth- 
century shop fronts had been designed in a 
framework of brick or stone in conformity 
with the building above, and the best shops 
nowadays, even the most modern, made the 
shop window a definite part of the whole 
composition, so that one did not feel a differ- 
ence between the lower and upper parts. 

Keeping a relationship between the shop 
window and the building above did not do 
away with the possibility of recessing the 
shop, i.e., planning the entrance; and some 
of the most interesting shops in London were 
those where the shop was receding farther 
and farther into the building, and more and 
more of it was coming into that lobby part 
which attracted people off the pavement. In 
the planning of such a shop, ceriain things 
were desirable, e.g., people should not be 
made to walk round the showcases to get to 
the doors; they should wander round the 
showcases, but the way to the doors should 
be direct, so that there was no blocking of 
access to the shop. 

There were two entirely different methods 
of displaying goods in a shop window. Some- 
times one saw in the middle of a window a 
plush-covered panel on which was the only 
object that one was allowed to look at: in 
the other type of shop the whole window 
was filled with a sequence of articles all close 
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to the eye, and so arranged that on 

see them all. Trade must govern dale 
a matter of this sort: every type of pte: 
had to be considered as a separate thing _ 
there were certain types, like jewellers book. 
sellers, tobacconists or chemists, which could 
have windows with the goods all close to the 
glass; but when, for example, the shopkeeper 
showed an interior bedroom scene, one Te- 
quired a larger area of floor space—somethin 
almost approaching an actual room. This 
must be dealt with in the design. 

Marble and metal were being used more 
and more in shop fronts, but the joiner had 
not been pushed out altogether. Although 
the wooden core was covered with metal the 
work was done by joiners. To do it, mote 
numerous and varied tools were required 
than were necessary in the old days, and 
much of it was done by machinery. 

In setting out the shop front, supposing jt 
was a fairly simple one, and reasonably on 
traditional lines, the first thing was to get 
the position of the girder overhead clearly 
established with regard to the pavement and 
building line. There were regulations regard. 
ing shop fronts. In a street not more than 
30 ft. wide the shop front might project 5 in, 
and the cornice 13in. beyond the external 
wall. In a street more than 30 ft. wide the 
shop front might project 10in. and the 
cornice 18in. In many towns one must not 
have the woodwork more than 25 ft. above 
the pavement, and it must not go nearer 
than 4in. to the centre of the party wall. 
If there was a cornice it must be so arranged 
that water did not drip from it on te the 
heads of passers-by. 

A remarkable change had been made jn 
the woodwork of shops; the general size of 
shop scantling was now much smaller than 
it used to be. This was partly because hard 
wood was employed so much more than 
formerly. 

Lantern slides were then shown of a few 
old shop fronts still remaining in London, 
and a great many new ones. The modern 
tendency, said the lecturer, was for plain 
surfaces, few mouldings and general sim- 
plicity. The old overhanging cornice was dis- 
appearing, and the flat fascia on which letter- 
ing was fixed was very much the vogue. In 
the case of multiple shops, where the same 
design had to be repeated over and over 
again, it was important that the design should 
be a very good one. 

Fittings must be varied according to the 
objects to be shown, but one point applying 
to them all was that they must exclude dust. 

The lecturer illustrated this point by a 
fitting consisting of a wooden framework with 
glass panels forming a cupboard. The door 
of this had not an ordinary rebate but a hook 
rebate fitting over a bead, so that there wae 
no possibility of dust getting in. 

A modern development in the matter of 
fittings was that whereas in the old days the 
customer asked for what he wanted and the 
assistant brought it, there was now a system 
of many counters and many showcases where 
goods were displayed. This fact was of great 
importance from the point of view of design. 

Amongst other things shown by the lantern 
slides was the great use now made of plywood 
and blockboard for interior _ fittings. 
Examples were shown of modern lighting. 
The shop must be planned, said the lecturer, 
not only for the day but for the night also.
